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ATTACKS BY THE RING ON MESSRS. 
BREWSIER AND JAMES. 

A WEAK EFFORT TO UNDERMINE THE AT- 

TORNEY-GENERAL—A HANDLE MADE OF 


THE POST OFFICE COMPARATIVE STATE- 
MENTS. 


Wasurneton, Oct. 20.—It is expected 
that Attorney-General Brewster will come to 
this city to-night on a late train. Mr. Wells’s 
report concerning the bribery investigation is 
not yet completed. It will include many affi- 
davits. Preparations are being made for the 
second trial. Since the end of the recent trial 
the star route organs have preached long 
sermons upon the alleged aristocratic and 
un-American tendencies of Mr. Brewster, 
as shown by his references to S. W. Dorsey 
as a house-painter and to John W. Dorsey as 
a tinsmith. These organs have continually as- 
serted that Mr. Brewster ridiculed these two 
defendants because of the occupations in which 
they were once engaged, and that he spoke of 
“\the tinsmith’”’ and ‘‘the house-painter” with 
contempt. Laboring men in this District have 
had their attention directed again and again to 
this alleged contemptuous feeling of Mr. 
Brewster toward working men, and in this way 


attempts have been made to excite prejudice 
Among men who may be jurors. Ex-Senator 
Stephen W. Dorsey is represented in a 
published report of his recent remarks in Kan- 
sas City, as having talked in the same strain. 
He is said to have declared that Mr. Brewster 
assaulted him for having been a mechanic, and 
that he turned from him with loathsome con- 
tempt on that account. Mr. Dorsey went on 
to exhibit just pride in the work which he had 
done in painting houses to pay his way at 
school, and in cutting wood and the like, add- 
ing, sarcastically, that he was not certain but 
that, with all other mechanics, he ought to be 
indicted for working to earn his bread, 
All such attacks upon Mr, Brewster, 
based on his speech to the jury, are utterly 
without reason. No real man looks down 
upon the Dorseys because one was a house- 
painter and the other a tinsmith. And the 
Attorney-General would be one of the last 
men to entertain or express the feeling as- 
cribed tohim. He did say one of these men 
was a house-painter and the other a tinsmith, 
but ke did not say this with any contempt for 
men engaged in such work. He said it for the 
purpose of showing that their occupation had 
not fitted them for extensive operations in the 
mail service, They had not been experienced 
mail contractors. What he did say was as 
follows: 

“Who were those men? Were they men who un- 
derstood this business and followed it as is custom- 
ary? John W. Dorsey wasatinsmith up in Ver- 
mont. What does he know about routes away out 
in the remote West, in the wilderness? Did you 
ever hear of a case like that, where a public build- 
ing, a railroad, printing, or any other great enter- 
prise tiat was subject to competition was offered 
by public authority, and a man like John W. Dor- 
sey, a tinsmith all the way from Vermont, coming 
in by a kind of inspiration to follow that business ? 
Was Stephen W. Dorsey a mail contractor? I be- 
lieve he was a house-painter originally. He passea 
from painting into politics. Had they any experi- 
ence in mall contracting? Yes. Stephen W. Dor- 
sey had. He had an intimacy with Brady.” 

He referred to their occupations simply to 
show that they relied for success, not upon any 
knowledge of the business, but upon influence 
with Brady and illegitimate influences. 

One of Brady’s papers announced yesterday 
afternoon that the Post Office Department had 
issued a statement comparing the administra- 
tion of the department under Mr. James with 
the administration of the same under Mr. 
Howe, and that the comparison was ‘highly 
unfavorable to James.” It is difficult to be- 
lieve that the statement given to the press of 
the country last night was prepared for the 
purpose of making any such comparison. It is 
true that it does compare the figures for the 
six months ending June 30, 1882, while the de- 
partment was under Mr. Howe, with the fig- 
ures for the preceding six months, while it was 
under Mr. James, thus splitting in two pieces 
the fiscal year. But it does not seem probable 
that the present officers of the department is- 
sued this statement in order to show that Mr. 
Howe’s administration has been preferable to 
that of Mr. James. Mr. Elmer was second as- 
sistant, in charge of the star service, during 
both periods, and inthe second six months he 
carried out the policy adopted by Mr. James 
and himself in the preceeding six months. A 
greater amount of surplus is shown to have 
accuinulated in Mr. Howe’s six months than 
in Mr. James’s, but at the same time {t is shown 
that the receipts were greater by very nearly 
£1,300,000, The reductions of the cost of the 
great expedited star routes were made by 
Mr. James in the earlier of the two 
periods of six months each, and the con- 
tracts, as reduced, continued in force through- 
out the second period cf six months. It was 
not until the middle or toward the end of the 
first period, Mr. James’s six months, that 
some of these reductions were ordered, but the 
saving thus effected applied all through the 
second period, Mr. Howe’s six rionths, A. 
route may have been — at $100,000 a 
year until near the end of Mr. ‘James’s six 
months, but when it was once reduced by him 
to $10,000, the cost remained at $10,000 through 
Mr. Howe’s six months. The statement might 
have been made more clear by some explana- 
tions of this kind. The reductions fin the cost 
of the star service were made*under Mr. 
James and the statement indicates that the 
policy adopted by Mr, James was not aban- 
doned or repudiated after Mr. James left the 


department. 
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INCORRECT BANK RETURNS. 
WHY GEN. RAUM IS REFUNDING SOME OF 
THE FINES COLLECTED. 

Wasnineton, Oct. 20.—Some time ago it 
was announced that Gen. Raum, Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue, had discovered that 
many banking institutions had made incorrect 
returns of the amounts of their capital and de- 
posits for taxation, and that the Commission- 
er, acting under the law, would recover from 
them a large sum. The law says 
that whenever s bank makes a false 
or fraudulent return the Commissioner 
shall assess the tax with 100 per cent. addi- 
tional as a penalty. In the Commissioner’s 
opinion the penalty ought not to be enforced 
in cases of merely erroneous returns, but only 


where the returns are intentionally false or 
fraudulent. ‘The United States Circuit Court 
of the Southern District of New-York, 
Judge Shipman, had decided, however, 
in the case of the German Savings 
Bank, that “it is not a prerequisite to 
the addition of the penalty, that the return 
should be willfully false. Ifthe return is not 
in fact true the Commissioner is authorized to 
affix the penalty.” This decision has not been 
reversed, and in the face of it the Commis- 
sioner felt that he must assess and collect the 
penalty in each case of erroneous return. He 
did so, but at the same time intimated 
to the attorneys representing the banks that 
in his opinion Judge Shipman’s rigid interpre- 
tation of the law was incorrect, and offered 
to give them every facility for testing the 
question in the courts, When the suits were 
brought by the banks to recover, the Commis- 
sioner, in a number of cases where he was 
satisfied that there had been no fraudulent in- 
tant on the part of the bank, instructed the 
United States attorneys to enter a confession 
or jwigment, so that the penalties assessed and 
rollected might be refunded. Before taking 
this course, he sought and obtained the concur- 
rence of the Secretary of the Treasury. : 
A large sum in penalties was collected in 
Chicago, and it is now publicly asserted there 
that the instructions given to the Government 
attorneys were the result of the Secretary’s 
interference, and his disapproval of the Com- 
missioner’s previous action. There seems to 
have been no foundation in fact for that as- 
sertion. The Secre said to-day that 
he remembered no difference of opinion 
botween himself and the Commissioner 
as to the general principle involved or the ac- 
tion generally taken, He thought, bowever, 
that his views of the facts in relation to one or 
two banks might have differed slightly from 
those of the Commissioner. It is said that one 
bank in Chicago not only _— the penalty of 
100 per cent., But also $12.C00 in addition as 2 
comprornise.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 20, 1882. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $269,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $512,251 88, and from Customs $617,- 
669 16. 

The President has appointed James P. Luce 
Register of the Land Office at Deadwood, Da- 
kota Territory, vice Charles M. Webb, re- 
signed, and Larue Peck, of New-York, Consul 
of the United States at Fort Erie, Canada, 

Secretary Teller expects to start for Col- 
orado to-morrow night, to be absent several 


weeks. He has announced that he is not a 
candidate for the Senate from that State, and 
that he prefers to pay some attention to busi- 
ness before striving for further political honors, 


The board appointed to examine and audit 
the claims arising out of,the illness and death 
of President Garfield to-day received from W. 
R. Speare, an undertaker in this city, a bill 
for $1,890 50 for services rendered and mate- 
rials furnished during the obsequies of the late 
President. 

Secretary Folger denies the published state- 
ment that he has directed the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing to prepare a new design 
or plate in order that gold certificates may be 

rinted for circulation in cities other than 

ew-York. The Secretary says that in his 
opinion the present demand for the new certi- 
ficates can be supplied through New-York. 

The Winter season at the capital may be 
said to have fairly begun. There have been a 


large number of arrivals during the past few 
days, and the city is rapidly filling up. Wil- 
lard’s Hotel was formally opened to-day, after 
having been closed for the Summer. The de- 
mand for houses, rooms, and similar accommo- 
dations exceeds anything known for many 
years. 


A rumor was in circulation to-day that the 
President bad removed ex-Senator Spencer 


from his office of Government Director of the’ 


Union Pacific Railroad and appointed his suc- 
cessor. It appears, however, tbat the Presi- 
dent appointed E. P. Ferry, of Utah, a Gov- 
ernment Director of the Union Pacific Rail- 
road in place of Robert H. Baker, who died 
while holding that position, and that no action 
was taken in relation to ex-Senator Spencer. 
Morris Marks, Republican candidate for 
Congress against E. John Ellis, in the Second 
Congressional District of Louisiana, recently 
made a trip to this city to obtain recognition 
and support. He is opposed by another candi- 
date named Demos, aie nominated by Repub- 
licans, and he desires that the influence of the 
Administration and of the Hubbell Committee 
shall be exerted for him alone. Mr. Marks is 


said to have returned with assurances which 
gladdened his heart. 


A meeting of the Cabinet was‘held at the 
White House this afternoon. All the mem- 


bers were present with the exception of the 
Attorney-General, who is not in the city. 
The session was short. No questions of im- 
portance were considered, The political situa- 
tion in New-York and Pennsylvania was in- 
formally discussed. The President did not 
designate the officers selected to fill the va- 
cancies in the Army caused by the retirement 
of Major-Gen. McDowell, and it is understood 
that the promotions will not be made for sev- 
eral days. 


The President has returned to this city in 
excellent health. The reports which ‘have 


been circulated that he was suffering from an 
attack of Bright’s disease were pure fiction. 
They gained considerable credence, however 
and the President is constantly in receipt o 
letters on the subject, some expressing sym- 
pathy and hopefulness for his recovery and 
others suggesting all manner of cures and 
remedies. Many packages containing nos- 
trums for the President's benefit have also 
been recsived. Asa matter of fact, the Presi- 
dent’s health has been good all along, with the 
exception of a slight attack of malaria at the 
beginning of the season, from which he has 
entirely recovered. 


The Postmaster-General has adopted asched- 
ule fixing the rates at which stamped en- 
velopes will be sold after Jan. 1. The law pro- 
vides that these envelopes shall be furnished 
to purchasers at the cost of production, and, by 
the advantageous terms secured through a 
new contract, the department is enabled to re- 
duce the price about 10 per cent. The present 
rate is 20 per cent. lower than the cost under 
the former contract, and the department is 
now able to sell the letter sizes of these en- 
velopes at $1 80 per 1,000, in addition to the 
postage, while the cost 12 years ago, for an 
inferior article, was $4 80 per 1,000, 
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THE PRESIDENT ON ASSESSMENTS. 

W asHiIneton, Oct. 20.—It is said that the 
subject cf political assessments in the depart- 
ments was brought up in to-day’s Cabinet 
meeting, and that the President remarked 
that he supposed it was well understood 


that no force or pressure should be used 
to compel payments. It is also. said 
that after he had repeated the statement 
made some time ago by him in condemnation 
of anything except voluntary contributions 
and for the protection of those who did not 
choose to puy, he remarked that he did not 
suppose that there was any objection to the 
occasional presence in the departments of per- 
sons collecting voluntary contributions.

FAILURE OF FURNITURE-DEALERS.

THE FIRM OF WHICH 


BROTHER IS THE 
SIGNMENT. 


Evmira, Oct. 20.—John M. Robinson & 
Sons, extensive manufaeturers and dealers in fur- 
niture and cabinet ware, of this city, made a gen- 
eral assignment to H. D. V. Pratt for the benefit of 
their creditors to-day. The insolvent firm filed no 
schedule of assets and liabilities, but inquiry of the 
book-keeper and careful estimates indicate that 
they failed for about $90,000. Their preferred 
credits aggregate $30,000 or $40,000. The chief 
preferred creditors are W. Wellington & Co., 
of Corning, N. Y., for direct paper, secured by 
chattel mortgage, the amount of which !s not 
stated, butis quite large. The other preferred 
creditors are as follows: Chemung Canal Bank, 
$15.300; Dr. S. O. Gleason, (of the water cure,) 

2.000; Joseph Golden, $1,254; James O'Donnell, 

475; Miles Herrington, $300; the Rev. Thomas K, 
Beecher, (Pastor of the Park Charch,) $500; and 
employes’ wages, amount not stated. The firm is 
avery oldone. The senior member, John M. Rob- 
inson, who is a brother of ex-Gov. Lucius Robin- 
son, began business in Elmira as a_ chair 
manutacturer in 1896. The failure {ts attributed 
to rumors growing out of a lack of ready 
funds, when the firm was perfectly solvent, a 
month or twoago. These rumors impaired their 
credit in New-York, Grand Rapids, and Chicago. 
They realized on real estate and have pald upward 
of $12.000 in New-York debts within the Jast month, 
but Western creditors pressed them and compelled 
them to make an assignment. They have only 70 
or 80 creditors in sums of more than $380 each out- 
side of Elmira. They hope to effect a settlement 
and continue business without the intervention of 
an Assignee.

ARABI PASHA’S CASH AND THE 
NEW HGYPTIAN ARMY. 

THE ENGLISH LAWYERS ALLOWED TO VISIT 
THEIR CLIENT—BAKER PASHA'S ARMY 
REORGANIZATION SCHEME — BRITISH 
TROOPS ARRIVE AT HOME, 

Carro, Oct. 20.—The Government has 
given permission to Messrs. Broadley and Na- 
pier, Arabi Pasha’s counsel, to visit their client 
to-day. It has been decided that the method 
of procedure at the trial shall be subject to 
written agreement. 

The Council of Ministers has adopted the 
preliminary scheme of Baker Pasha for the 
reorganization of the Egyptian Army, as an- 
nounced on the 18th inst. Baker Pasha recom- 
mends that the fleld officers of ‘one-half the 
regiments, battalions, batteries, &c., be Brit- 
ish, and of the other half Egyptian; and that 
the other officers, from the rank of Captain 


downward, be selected from Egyptians, Alba- 
nians, and others already in the service of the 
Khédive. The proportion of British officers fora 
battalion of infantry and a regiment of cav- 
alry will be five end tor a field battery three. 
The staff will consist of an equal number of 
British and ey forty The expense of the 
Army will be £368,000 yearly. The gendar- 
mery will be officered by Egyptians, but will 
have two British inspectors. Baker Pasha con- 
siders that oneof the principal advantages of 
his scheme will be a healthy emulation between 
the regiments commanded by British officers 
and those commanded by native officers. The 
army will number 10,900 men. 

ALEXANDRIA, Oct. 20.—Gen. Wolseley has 
arrived here from Cairo and has reviewed the 
troops. 

GeneEVA, Oct, 20.—The authorities are con- 
vinced from inquiries made that the men en- 
rolled in Switzerland for the Egyptian gend- 
armery are destined to form the nucleus of a 
foreign military legion for the Khédive. 

Lonpbon, Oct. 20.—The Horse Guards, who 
have returned from Egypt, marched through 
London to-day, taking unexpectedly the route 
by the way of Islington. The weather was 
fine. The reception of the Guards along the 
whole route, which was over six miles long, 
was enthusiastic to a remarkable degree. On 
their arrival at the Aibany Barracks they 
were received by the Prince and Princess of 
Wales. The Life Guards met with a no less 
hearty greeting at Windsor, 

LONDON, Oct. 21.—A Cairo correspondent 
telegraphs that he has reason to believe the 
following will constitute the chief counts 
of the indictment against Arabi Pasha: 
First—That, in violation of the right of na- 
tions, he hoisted a white flagin Alexandria, and 
under cover thereof retired with his troops and 
oe up the city to fire and pillage, Second— 

‘hat he incited the Egyptians to arm against 
the Khédive. Third—That he continued the 
war despite news of peace. Fourth—With 
having incited civil war, devastation, massa- 
cre, and pillage in Egyptian territory.

OXFORD, Oct. 20.—At a meeting bere to-day 
of the Captains of the various college clubs, 
Mr. Paterson was re-elected President of the 
university boat club for 1838. The Amateur 
Rowing Association was congratulated upon 
its action in regard to the Hillsdale crew. 

Lonpon, Oct. 20,—The Oakbank Cotton 
Mill, situated near Macclesfield, has been de- 
stroyed by fire. The loss is £50,009. 

From a report made by the commander of 
the steamer Louise, a trading vessel, which 
endeavored to reach the mouth of the Yenesei 
River in company with the Dutch arctic ex- 
pedition ship Varna, it is considered that both 
the Varna and a vessel of the Danish arctic 
expedition are in a dangerous position, as they 
were both beset by ice in the Kara Sea about 
80 miles from the continent. The Louise en- 
deavored to assist them during two days, but 
fearing to be ultimately beset in a similar 
manner she effected her escape on Sept. 22, 
The commander — that if the vessels are not 
by this time free they will have to pass the 
Winter in the moving pack, 

Maprip, Oct. 20.—The political fraction 
under the lead of Sefiors Martos and Echegaray 
decline to join Marshal Serrano’s new party. 

Beruin, Oct. 20.—In all the great towns 
where Catholics do not predominate the elec- 
tions have resulted in favor of the Liberals, 
The Liberals gain 80 votes in the Diet from 
the Conservatives, In several new districts 
in the vicinity of Berlinand Potsdam the Con- 
servatives have been victorious. Noone party 
will have a majority in the new Chamber. In 
order to obtain a majority it would be neces- 
sary for the Government to enter into an 
alliance with the Clericals and Conservatives. 

BRUSSELS, Oct. 20.—At the final sitting to- 
day of the International Arbitration 
Conference, Herr Lasker, member of 
the German Reichstag and one of the 
delegates to the conference, declared that 
Germany, especially liberal Germany, was at 
heart pacific. ‘‘ Ifthe country which is our 
western neighbor,” said he, ‘‘ wishes peace 
as sincerely as we do, peace is assured.”

The active 
adherents of both parties expect the Represent- 
atives and Senators whom they have helped 
elect, to press their claims, or those of their 
friends, before the President and the Cabinet 
for appointments and places. Thus the Repre- 
sentatives and Senators become practically 
brokers in official patronage, and the public 
service of the United States, with its honors and 
emoluments, is used as a fund from which Con- 
gressmen repay their political and sometimes 
other debts, to a selected few of their con- 
stituents. This system is false in theory and 
bad in practice. Engaged in papa gy | the 
Congressman has little time to give to the legi- 
timate duties of his bigh trust; they are neg- 
lected, and his independence as a legislator and 
trustee of the people is sadly compromised. 
For if heasks and obtains places from President 
and Cabinet be cannot be open and fearless 
in criticism of those high officials should his 
duty so demand. The true representative 
should be free to speak and vote as conscience 
and the fundamental ideas of his party require. 
Believing this, I shall, if honored by an elec- 
tion, neither directly nor indirectly, ask from 
President, or Cabinet, or department, the ap- 
pointment of any person to any office. Should 
my opinion be asked as to the fitness of any 

rson named for appointment, I should give 
it just as 1 would reply to any like ques- 
tion from a business man as to the qualifi- 
cation of a suggested employe. Further in 
regard to the civil service 1 have to say that 
the exact remedy for evils so great and of 
such long standing as those justly complained 
of in connection with it, is not — found or 
readily to be applied. So far as the experi- 
ment has been fairly tried, however, in the 
Post Office and Custom-house in New-York,and 
to some extentin Washington, it appears to 
me that the system of admission to the 
public service, on probation after success in 
open competition, and subsequent promotion 
for merit—the system embodied in the so- 
called Pendleton bill—promises the best results ; 
and Isheuld gladly do all that 1 could to in- 
sure the adgption of that measure, always re- 
serving my right of personal judgment as to 
the amendments which might appear to better 
adapt it to the desired end. In any case I 
should do all in my power to take the sub- 
ordinate offices of the Federal Government 
wholly out of politics. In every case I should 
be found in earnest and outspoken opposition 
to the levying of political assessments upon 
my officer of the Government, 

n addition, and as to the general scope of 
Congressional duties, Ido not believe that a 
member of the House sbould regard himself as 
merely the representative of a district and 
therefore bound to secure the success of his 
own local interest or job. He is in a larger 
sense the representative of the entire people 
and should labor for the common good. That 
common good most urgently demands 
that our politics, our primary meetings, 
our conventions, and our elections be 
freed from the corrupt influence of money, of 
official patronage, of fraud, and of force. To 
the work of securing this result good men of 
all parties should devote themselves.—It is 
well argued that what is known as ‘a ma- 
chine” is necessary to the success of great po- 
litical organizations. Assuming this to be 
true, it should be the aim of the young and 
srogressive Republicans of the State and Na- 
tion to make the Republican machine so clean, 
strong, broad, and wide that all true 
men of the party ma have voice in 
its management and find place in _ its 
engine-room. In addition to the other sound, 
honest, and time-honored principles of the 
Republican Party, this is my platform. Stand- 
ing squarely and steadfastly upon it I can 
afford to bedefeated. I cannot ask for an elec- 
tion upon any other terms. In this spirit I 
leave the result to the people of New-York. I

Sayres’s testimony. He said that ‘Bob’ did not 
appear to be excited. Joseph Sanderson corrobo- 
rated Mr. Sayres’s narrative of the conversation. 
Mrs. Bolton testified that she was standing in 
the south-east corner of the room when the firing 
began. Hite was in the north-east corner, Liddell 
was between them, and ‘Bob’ wasin the north- 
west corner. She did not know who fired the first 
shot.

GENERAL POLITICAL NEWS 
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THE LIQUOR QUESTION IN OHIO. 
DISCUSSION AS TO THE FORM IN WHIOH IT 
SHALL BE SUBMITTED TO THE PEOPLE. 

Cincinnati, Oct. 20.—Opinion is begin- 
ning to form as to what it is best to do in Ohio 
with the temperance question. Since the late 
election it is coming to be recognized that the 
issue is one the political parties cannot afford 
to meddle with. It is distinctly a question by 
itself, and one that cannot be taken up by 
either of the parties as they are now consti- 
tuted. A few fanatical Prohibitionists be- 
lieve that the Republicans met their 


recent defeat not because they had par- 
tially accepted the temperance issue, but 
because they were too weak-kneed and 
uncertain in its advocacy. This class, how- 
ever, is now small and is growing smaller, and 
the broader and better view is being rec- 
ognized as the true one, that the tem- 
perance question is one that must be de- 
cided by itself. The watchword is, ‘* Let 
it be submitted to the people for decision once 
and for all.” There wiil be different views as 
to the form in which it shall be submitted, and 
they may be difficult to harmonize, but the 
opinion is likely to become general that 
it ought to be submitted in some form, 
There is a large class who will 
urge that the question shall be put in the 
form of license or no license. Another and 
smaller class will insist that the vote shall be 
for or against local option; while the Prohibi- 
tionists will demand that the people be allowed 
to vote upon the question of the absolute pro- 
hibition both of the manufacture and sale of 
all kinds of intoxicating drinks, Then there 
are a few who would like to see the question 
submitted in all three forms, that the voters 
may have the privilege of choosing for 
themselves between them. A _ bill provid- 
ing that the question be referred to 
the people in all its forms has already been 
prepared for legislative action, but it is mani- 
festly a senseless thing inasmuch as it is neces- 
sary to have a majority of the votes cast to 
carry an amendment to the Constitution, and 
with the question in its triplicate form no one 
of the propositions could receive a majority 
vote. 


This question of the form in which a pro- 
posed temperance amendment shall be sub- 
mitted is likely to be the perplexing feature of 
the coming Winter’s legislative action. In 
the meantime, the people have swung around 
again to the position clearly taken by the Re- 
publican State Convention at Cleveland one 
year ago last Summer, which some of the 
leaders have since departed from, and in so 
doing have led the party to defeat,

DEMOCRATS MAKING MERRY. 
A JOLLIFICATION IN OHIO—THURMAN AND 
PENDLETON REJOICING. 

CoLumsBus, Oct. 20.—The long pent-up en- 
tnusiasm of the Ohio Democracy was given full 
vent to-night, and the jollification over the late 
election was a complete success and thoroughly 
democratic in all its features. Special trains were 
run on several railroads, and there was a general 
outpouring from Central Ohio. The fire-works and 
procession were unusually attractive. Nearly all 
the Demoeratio Congressmen-elect, as well as 
prominent leaders, were present. Some ef the 
transparencies were decidedly ludicrous, one being 
a picture of Gov. Foster on his knees before the 
Goddess of Liberty imploring ‘forgiveness. The 


City Hall was densely packed and _ the 
streets at some points completely blockaded. 
Ex-Senator Allen @G. Thurman was the 
presiding _ officer, and spoke as _ follows: 
** Fellow-citizens, in every country in which free 
institutions have existed in any considerable de- 
gree it has been customary for the winning party 
in a political battle to celebrate its victory, and in 
our country it may be truly said that such cele- 
brations have become an established usage. And it 
is quite natural that it should be so, for 
Cer are an expression of feelings that 
will seek utterance, and when they are 
actuated by a oe spirit, and conducted 
in an orderly and becoming manner, they aré no 
cause of offense to any candid and reasonable citi- 
zen. lam very sure that we have assembled here 
to-night tn‘’a proper spirit, and I most earnestly hope 
that our proceedings may be such as to command 
the respect of all ight-minded nen. We have met 
—to use the idea of Abrahara Lincoln—with good 
will toward all, and, therefore, with malice toward 
none. We offer noinsult to any man’s feelings, we 
indulge in no vulgar or insolent triumph over any 
political opponent.” 

Mr. Thurman said he firmly believed that the re- 
sult of the late election would tend to a reform in 
our Governments, State and Federal, and con- 
tinued: “If any one asks me what, in my opinion, 
was the cause, I have to reply, not one cause, but 
many. I shall not attempt to enumerate them to- 
nignt, for it is not my purpose or within my 
province to make a speech on this occasion. Iam 
simply your presiding officer. The speech-makipg 
belongs to others. But this mucn I will say: ‘The 
country 18 evidently fast becoming tired of Repub- 
lican rule and Republican methods. When I say 
Republican rule and Republican methods I mean 
the ‘machine politics’ and ‘bossism’ of the Re- 
publican managersand leaders. To say nothing of 
other States, who oan deny that the split in the 
Republican ranks in Pennsylvania and New-York 
bas attained gigantic proportions? Who can truth- 
pi deny that there is adequate cause for the 
split? Who isso blind as not to see that the sam 
cause, fin a greater or less degree, orina modifie 
form, existsin every Republican State in the Union? 
And tne mention of New-York leads me to cali your 
attention to a most striking and significant 
fact. In the convention that framed our Federal 
Constitution there were a few men who thought 
that the Governors of the States should be ap- 
pointed by the President of the United States and 
clothed with an absolute veto power. This idea 
was condemned by a great majority of the mem- 
bers. But now, inthis yearof grace 1882, aftera 
lapse of nearly a century, the President of the 
United States, if he is not misrepresented by his 
own political friends, has, by the use of his patron- 
age and Influence, nominated a candidate for Gov- 
ernor of the great State of New-York who, if 
eleeted, will be in effect as much the appointee of 
tbe President as if the Constitution authorized his 
appointment by the President. In view of this 

arming fact, is it wonderful that there {is a revolt 
in the Republican Party in that State ?”’ 

Ex-Senator Thurman's speech was well received 
by the great audience present. The Hen. George 
H. Pendleton followed Mr. Thurman, and was 
given a genuine ovation. e spoke as follows: 
** Pellow-citizens — Democrats, Republicans, Lib- 
erals, working men, citizens of whatever creed or 
nativity, Germans, Irishmen, Americans—all: I con- 


_gratulate you all on the fortunate event which has 


brought us together this evening. 1 congratulate 

ou who resisted it, for your adversaries have 

uilded for you better than you knew. Let us all 
unite to make it the auspicious commencement of 
an era of wiser and better politics than we have 
had. This is not the time for speech-making. The 
hour for argument and persuasion was ‘ore the 
election, when we appealed to the conscience and 
a age and convictions of the people.” In re- 
erring to the victory gained, Mr. Pendleton said: 
“It was achieved, not by the Democratic 
Party alone, but by liberal-minded men of 
other faiths heretofore, who found in State and 
Federal legislation, in the tendencies of parties, in 
the drift of events, good reason to vote with it. 
They are here to-night, not as guests, but as hosts 
also, co-workers in the victory and co-participants 
in the rejoicings. Allhonorto them! The people 
are wise. When they thought their liberties were 
threatened they could neither be driven nor de- 
ceived by the false and fraudulent cry of ‘ Free 
whisky and no Sunday!’ When the infamous 
gerrymander of last Winter assigned to one-half the 
voters less than one-fourth the districts, no appeal to 

artisan advantage could blind them to its unfair- 

ess. Fellow-cltizens, the same intelligence which 
looked through these shams will penetrate all 
others. The people will hold the party in power 
to rigid germ engaemy If power shall be confided 
to us in the State or In the Nation, we will be held 
to that responsibility also. The hour of victory is 
apt to be the hour of self-deception, Let us not 
deceive ourselves. Let us now--this evening, in 
this hour of rejoictng—take earnest heed of 
the lesson of the Nation. If we would 
gain and continue to hold power, we must 
deserve to hold it. We must confine Federal ad- 
ministration and jurisdiction within the clearly.ac- 
knowledged limits of the Constitution. We must 
recur constantly, both as to politics and office- 
holders, to the will of the people, We must reduce 
all expenditures to the lowest limit consistent with 
the due execution of the functions of government. 
We must introduce a reform which shall secure 
economy. purity, and efficiency in civil administra- 
tion. e must have economical eppreggintions 
and correspondingly small revenues. e must 
bave just and honest taxation. We musi have no as- 
sessmeuts on office-holders for political purposes.”

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A BOOM IN CORN. 


ABouT 4,250,000 BUSHELS SOLD IN CHI- 
CAGO—PROVISIONS AND GRAIN. 

Cuicaco, Oct. 20,—The leading produce 
markets were very irregular to-day, and averaged 
lower on provisions, but stronger on grain. The 
leading points were a big demand for spot corn, 
little spot wheat wanted, and a heavy pressure 
on pork for November. There was a wild excite- 
ment on the afternoon cali in corn, which acted 
on pork, though the provision market was over- 
shadowed by the excitement in corn, which did 
not extend to wheat and oats. 

Provisions were-active and very unsettled. The 
local hog market was quoted lower, the supply of 
hogs being again larger than many had expected, 
and the packers were apparently interested in 
forcing down the price of November product, so 
that they could open the Winter season on the 
basis of lower prices for hogs. A few thousand 
barrels of pork, delivered on November contracts, 
was sufficient to bear the market under their 
weight of offerings; it declined 50 cents per barrel, 


and reacted 60 cents after the pressure was over, 
closing at about $23. November pork declined 
624g cents, being the main object of attack, 
an reacted 15 cents. Year pork declined 
25 cents, and advanced 5 cents from 
the bottom; while the longer futures fell 
off 124 to 15 cents. Lard was relatively steady; 
it ceclined 5 to 744 cents, but closed —— 244 cents 
lower on futures, and stronger for this month. 
Ribs feil off 20 cents for November and react- 
ed 5 cents, while the longer futures were very 
dull, and October lots were generally held strongly 
at $15, with some sales at $14 &744. The afternoon 
cali witnessed an advance of 25 cents on October 
pork, 174% cents on November lard, and an easy 
tone on the longer futures. 

Wheat was rather more active in futures, and 
stronger, in sympathy with corn, advancing 5¢ 
cent, and closing 4 to 3 cent above the latest 
prices Thursday. The receipts were small, being 
only 141 car-loads of all grades, but there was ap- 

arently no shipping demand. The current offer- 
ngs of No. 3Spring were taken to apply on con- 
tracts at about October prices; No. 2 red declined 
44 cent, and dull at that; No. 3 Winter deciined 44 
cent, and No. 3 Spring was steady. ‘Tne local feel- 
ing was firm, but there was not much outside de- 
mand. The better foreign inquiry recently noted 
has been more decidedly for flour than for wheat 
thus far. The market on futures advanced \% to 4 
cent on the afternoon call. 

Corn was active and irregularly stronger, chiefly 
for this month and next. which advanced 1% to 
1% cents. The longer futures fell off some early, 
under free offerings, but closed 14 to cent 
above the latest prices of Thursday. The British 
markets were only quoted firm, but Chicage re- 
ceipts were small, and New-York was booming. 
Cash lots were in active demand throughout. It 
was said that the car lots were mostly wanted to 
ship to New-England points, but undoubtedly 
there were some orders from New-York, as there 
“{a not enough pressure on our railroads to prevent 
‘rail shipments from arriving there this month, and 
' 20 cents per bushel is ample to pay rail transporta- 
tion and other expenses. The shipping demand 
prevented lower prices on deliveries after next 
month, the fine weather inviting speculative sales 
of the yearand May by operators whe think the 
.New-England demand will fall off at the close o: 
Davigation. There was, however, some fear that 
November is cornered, and some leading com- 
mission men are so firm in this fear that 
they declined to take orders for new business in 
November corn. On the afternoon cali there was 
ascene of wild excitement, the sales aggregating 
about 4,250,000 bushels, which is probably more 
than the total quantity of cornin sight. The mar- 
.ket advanced 34 to 1 cent from the latest prices on 
‘Change, closing firm, but a shade below the bes 
It was reported late that the big excitement in 
corn in New-York was started by the taking of 
large quantities there for export up to 84 cents, 
which waked up the sea-board skorts, and that told 
here, chiefly on the near futures. 

The hog market was very dull, and prices de- 
clined 15 to 20 cents. The receipts were less than 
20,000 head, but a good many hogs were left over, 
and the late feeling was decidedly weak. 

The surplus of the corn crop in Tennessee is said 
to be about 40,000,000 bushels. and an operator 
here hinted to-day that peopie in that State were 
short fully that quantity in this market. 

A prominent commission merchant identified 
with the export trade in St. Lous said this week 
that the current ,wheat shipments to New-Orleans 
are badly damaged by weevil. A large load of 
40,000 bushels, on its arrival at New-Orleans 10 
days ago, was alive with them, and over 1,000 bush- 
els of weevil and the borings were biown out of 
the cargo. The grain was loaded at Cairo in per- 
fect condition. 

A lot of hard Spring wheat was sold in Milwau- 
kee yesterday at 3112.

Dear Sm: Inconsequence of my poor health ] 
am not permitted to go out of doors in the evening, 
and therefore wili be unable to attend the meeting at 
the ball of the Municipal Society this evening. Bat t¢ 
prevent any misrepresentation about my absence, 
I desire to state that 1 am to-day as deeply 
and siacerely impressed with the desirw 
bility of an independent citizens’ move 
ment in relation to the election of Municipal 
officers as I was on the llth day of October last. 
In fact, Lam unable to understand bow the Com: 
mittee of Twenty-one could deem it ** inexpedient” 
to proceed with the duties with which tbey have 
been charged without exceeding the authority 
conferred upon them. They were author 
ized to arrange a mass-mecting at which 
the nomination of Ailan Campbell for the 
Mayoralty was to be recommended. The oaly 
excuse for delay in the execution of their 
duty could have been the declination of 
Mr. Campbell to accept the nomination. 
But as tbis gentleman, fully {impressed 
with the importance of any attempt to emanci- 
ate our Municipal affairs from the pernicious 
nfluence of political parties, declared him- 
self willing to make the sacrifice and 
accept the nomination, there was 10 
excuse forthe committee not to proceed in the 

erformance cf their duty—unless it is to be 
ound in the fact that some of its members weré 
unable to appreciate the importance ani real mean: 
ing of the work intrusted to them. 1 wik 
assume that the mistake they have made proceeded 
rather from error of the head than of tue heart, 
but they have no right to complain if 
others feel not alike charitably disposed, and 
suspect the sinverity of their motives. Under all 
circumstances, should the meeting come to the 
conciusien to continue the work so unfortu- 
nately interrupted. I will do ail im my 
power to assist in redeeming our Municipal affairg 
from being misused as 4 pasture ground for the 
political parties.

There being but a single election, 
and only a plurality of votes being necessary 
to elect, a large defection from one party nat- 
urally causes a plurality in favor of the other, 
This has hitherto prevented the independ- 
ent voter from effectively asserting him- 
self in national politics. In Municipal 
affairs, the questions involved should be 
those of the character of the nominees, 
and as the tickets of both sides are generally 
poor, the citizen runs no risk in joining the 
independent movement. Any voter, although 
remaining a Republican or Democrat as to 
really political questions, can vote with aclear 
conscience an independent citizens’ ticket in 
this City.”

Mr. Simon Sterne was in a very cheerful 
frame of mind over the prospects of the citi- 
zens’ movement.

SELECTING THE CANDIDATES FOR 
CONGRESS. 

WILLIAM I. STRONG NOMINATED IN THE 
ELEVENTH DISTRICT AND JOHN WATTS 
RUSSELL IN THE EIGHTH BY THE REPUB- 
LICANS—JOUN HARDY RENOMINATED BY 
TAMMANY, 


The Republican Congressicnal Committee of 
the Eleventh District met last evening at No.8 
East Fifty-ninth-street, for the purpose of nomi- 
nating a candidate for Congress. William A. 
Darling presided. Representatives from the Eley- 
enth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth, Twentieth, Twen- 
ty-first, T'wenty-second, and ‘T'wenty-third As- 
sembly Districts were present. As soon as the 
convention had been called to order, Col. Van 
Rensselaer Cruger, of the Eleventh Assembly Dis- 
trict, proposed the name of William L, Strong for 
Congress, which was received with prolonged ap- 
piause. Col. Cruger then delivered a brief address, 
in the course of which he said that Mr. Strong was 
as efficient a candidate as the convention could 
possibly nominate. He was astanch Kepublican— 
a Republican who belonged to no clique or faction, 
but who was ever and consistently faithful 
to his party. He was a Republican in the truest 
and highest sense of the word. He was further- 


more aman whose personal character was unas- 
sailable. He was well known to the business cem- 
munity, by which he was most highly respected 
and esteemed. The nomination of Mr, Strong as 
the Republican condidate for Congress would be 
equivalent to his election. At the close of Col. 
Cruger’s speech, which was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause, Elliott F. Shepard sec- 
onded the nomination in a brief address, 
Mr. Strong was then nominated unanimously amid 
prolonged cheers and applause, A committee was 
appointed by the Chair to wait upon Mr. Strong 
and tender him the nomination, after which the 
convention at ouce adjourned. 

William L. Strong was born in Mansfield, Obio, 
in 1829. He was engaged several years in the 
dry goods business in that city. He came to 
this City about 28 years ago, and after work- 
ing as wa salesman in several dry goods stores 
finally started in business as a dry goods merchant 
at No. 75 Worth-street under the firm name of Wil- 
liam L. Strong & Co. He was very success- 
ful in business, and speedily gained a 
high reputation in commercial and __finan- 
cial circles, He is a Director of the 
Erie Railroad Company, President of the Brush 
Electric Light Company, and Vice-President of the 
Central National Bank. He has never held any 
public office, but has ever been a firm Republican 
and a zealous supporter of his party. When tho 
nomination was tendered him at his residence, No. 
25 West Thirtieth-street, last evening, he announced 
his willingness to accept it. 

The Republican Convention of the Eighth Con 
cressional District met in the rooms of the Lincoln 
Club, No. 56 Clinton-place, last evening, to nominate 
a suecessor to Gen. Anson G. McCook. who now 
represents the district in Congress. The district 
is composed of the Seventh, Ninth, and ‘Thirtenth 
and parts of the Third and Eleventh Assembly 
Dis ricts, and 53 delegates were present at 
the meeting. Police Justice Hugh Gard- 
ner, of the Thirteenth Assembly — District, 
was made Chairman. Prof, Theodore W, 
Dwight, representing the Seventh Assembly Dts- 
trict, presented for Congressman the name of 
John Watts Russell, who, be said, had resided in 
the Seventh District for 16 years, and though a 
young man, having scarcely passed bis thirtieth 
year, was arepresentative citizen, and a man in 
every way worthy to be given the nomination. 
As an evidenee of Mr. Russell's intellectual ability, 
the Professor said that he had pursued bis studies 
in Columbia College and inthe law schoo! of the 
college at the same time, being graduated from both 
in the same year, something which Prof. Dwight had 
never known before, except in the case of Mayor 
Low, of Brooklyn, who was Mr. Russell's class 
mate. Mr. Kuss ll, the speaker said, was nota 
politician, and had never before sought office at 
He had served, however, 
as private secretary to Hamilton Vi and in that 
capacity he had had an epportunity to learn 
much of vublic men and public needs. 
Mr. Russeil’s name was greeted with loud applause 
by the delegations from the Seventh and Tbir- 
teenth Districts, at the close of which Wil 
liam H, Corsa, of the Ninth District, made 
earnest speech in behalf of 
re-nomination of Gen. Anson G. McCook. 
No other names being presented to the conven- 
tion, an informal ballot was taken, which resulted 
in 87 votes for Mr. Russell to 16 for Mr. McCook 
W hen the result was announced John B.. Dean, Jr., 
a delegate from the Ninth District, announced that 
the name of Geo. McCook had been presented by 
his friends without hls knowledge and against his 
express wish. “I have been asked by Mr. Me- 
McCook,” said the speaker, “to assure this con- 
vention that whoever may be {ts nominee the Gen 
eral will work hard and falthfully to secure 
his election, and I can say the thing 
for every man in the delegation to 
which I belong. No harder work will 
be done than that whieh will be done in 
the Ninth Assembly District.”.. He moved that the 
nomination of John Watts Russell be made by ac- 
«lamation, and this motion was carried unanimous 
l Mr. Russell appeared before the convention. 
He made a one-minute speech, thanking the con- 
vention forthe honor conferred on him, promistug 
to work hard to secure an election, and bespeaking 
the active work of all the members of the conven- 
tion and their friends. If elected he said that he 
should represent no faction, but work for the 
spread of Republican principles. At the end of his 
brief speech the convention gave three cheers for 
Mr. Russell, and then adjourned. John Watts Rus- 
sell is the son of Archibald Russell, the founder of 
the Five Points Honse of Industry anda well-known 
philanthropist during his life-time Mr. Russell, 
since his service for three years as private secre- 
tary of Hamilton Fish, has devoted his attention to 
the practice of law in this City. He has never run 
for any office before. 

Republican Congressional Conventions were 
also held in the Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Ninth, and 
Tenth Districts last evening, butadjourned without 
making nominations. 

The Tammany Hall delegates to the Ninth Con- 
gressional District Convention met last evening 
at Fifty-fourth-street and Eighth-avenue. John 
Hardy, the present Representative in Congress, 
and Hosea 8. Perkins were put in nomination and 
an informal ballot taken, upon which Mr. 
liardy received 50 votes and Mr. Per- 
kins 20. Mr. Perkins's name was then with- 
drawn and Mr. Hardy was unanimously nominated. 
Mr. Hardy delivered a short address, in which he 
said that he was elected one year before to a Re- 
publican Congress, but that he would now be elect- 
ed toa Democratic body. Mr. Hardy is 47 years of 
age. He was born in this City, and received a pub- 
lic school education, and was graduated from the 
College of the City of New-York with the highest 
honors of his class in 1858. He studied law in the 
office of Nelson J. Waterbury, and was admitted to 
the Bar in 1861, The same year he was elected to the 
Assembly of the State from the Eleventh District, 
where he served two years, In 1863 he waselected 
a member of the Board of Aldermen from the 
Twentieth Ward, and he served in this capacity for 
four years. In 1870 and 1871 he acted as Chief Clerk 
to the Common Council, and was Mayor Ely’s Chief 
Clerk in 1877 and 1878. Mr. Hardy was an unsuo- 
cessful candidate for Congress in this district on 
several occasions, but upon the death of Fernando 
Wood, last year, he was elected to fill the vacant 
seat in Congress.

THE METHODS OF TAMMANY. 
SENATOR BOYD'S RESIGNATION — JOHN 
KELLY STILL URGING UNION, 

A meeting of the Tammany Hall Committee 
on Organization was held yesterday afternoon, 
over which John Kelly presided. Senator Boyd's 
letter resigning his membership in the committee 
was read and accepted without comment. Mr, 
Boyd wrote that, as an Anti-Monopolist, he could 
not consistently support all of the candi- 
dates nominated by the late conventions 
of Tammany and Irving Halls and the 
County Democracy. Mr. Boyd's letter resign- 
ing the Chairmanship of the Tammany Gen- 


eral Committee was referred to that body for ac- 
tion. Mr. Kelly addressed the committee and 
urged the necessity of union with the other fac- 
tions of the Democracy on the Congressional, As- 
sembly, and Aldermanic nominations. Aithough 
no agreement has been reached, he said, there 
was an understanding that a union on Congres- 
sional nominations should be effected on the basis 
adopted in 1880, by which the Fifth and Tenth 
Districts were given to the County Democracy; 
the Sixth, Seventh, and Ninth Districts to Tam- 
many Hall, and for the Eighth and Eleventh Dis- 
tricts candidates had been selected who were mem- 
bers of neither of these organizations. After 
adopting formal pledges, to be signed by candi- 
dates tor Congress and the Assembly. the meetin 
adjourned. The Congressional candidate is pledge 
to carry out the principles of the party platform; 
to oppose land grants to railroads; 4% reduce the 
cost of running the national Government; tofavor 
the postal telegraph system; to secure legislation 
to prevent freight discrimination on the part o 
railroads, and to punish corners in food; to 
favor revision of the tariff and navigation laws, 
and to insist on the enforeement of the Jaws for 
the protection of American citizens in foreign 
lands. The Assemblymen are pledged to oppose 
all’corrupt legislation and the schemes of the lobby; 
to denounce bribery; to reduce the taxes on the 
poor and increase those on the rich; to favor 
home rule for cities and single-headed commis- 
sions; to oppose monopolies; to give the people 
free canals, and to secure the passage of a just ex- 
cise law.

ANTI-MONOPOLISTS DISGUSTED. 
THEIR CONVENTION IN THE HANDS OF 
TAMMANY HEELERS. 

The Anti-Monopoly County Convention in 
Clarendon Hall last evening ended in an uproar 
which, but for the presence of the Police, might 
have resulted in a riot. The convention was called 
to take action on the nominations recently made 
by the united Democracy. The leaders of the new 
party were. not favorable to Patrick Keenan, the 
candidate for County Clerk, and were anxious to 
suggest some candidate in his stead. When Mr. 
¥. B. Thurber and Lawyer Chittenden arrived at 


the hall they were surprised to find 
that their party had received large 

sions from the Tammany _ ranks. 

hall was packed from the stage to the doors with 
a crowd of rough-looking men. After the 
convention had been calied to order it became 
evident that the feelings of the crowd were 
strongly in favor of Mr. Patrick Keenan, in fact, a 
majority of the alleged Anti-Monopolists present 
had come there expressly in the interest of Mr. 
Keenan. The name of that candidate was enthu- 
siastically applauded at its first mention, Mr, 
Thurberand Mr.Chittenden saw that Tammany had 
stoien a march on them by packing the convention. 
It would have been impolitic to have investigated 
the title of each member of the convention to act 
as an Anti-Monopoly representative. Messrs. Thur 
ber and Chittenden both made speeches in which 
they set forth the doctrines of the new party at 
considerable length. Their object was to 
put off any decisive action and to _ se- 
cure an adiouransent as soon as_ possible, 
The crowd was beginning to get impa- 
tient. The speakers were frequently interrupted 
by cries from Tammany heelers. There were 
about a dozen Police officers present, and their 
combined efforts were necessary to prevent vio- 
lence. It was impossible to maintain order. Mr. 
Thurber finaliy proposed an adjournment, but the 
audience were overwhelmingly in favor of pro- 
ceeding with the convention. Messrs, Thurber, 
Chittenden, and other prominent Anti-Monopolists 
attempted to reason with the crowd, but the latter 
would not listen. After faillag to make an impres- 
sion these gentlemen fully realized what a_ thor- 
ough farce the packed convention was, and they 
left Clarendon Hall in disgust. 

The crowd now became more boisterous than 
before. Men rose in all portions of the hall and 
tried to drown thea voices of each other. Sudden- 
ly total darkness fell on this seene of wild dis- 
order. Some one had gone into the basement and 
turned off the gas. ‘The wildest confusion 
ensued; the crowd surged wildly toward 
the doors, and but for the’ presence of 
the Police officers there would have been 
a dangerous panic. A dancing-master bas a school 
on an upper floor of the Clarendon Mail building. 
The evening lesson was in progress when the gas 
suddenly went out. Teachers and pupils were 
greatly alarmed and rushed down the stairs only 
to find a wild crowd struggling frantically to 
reach the door, The janitor finally turned on the 
gas again and the hall was relighted. The crowd 
soon returned to the hall, and when order was 
partially restored the candidates named by the 
united jDemocracy, Mr. Patrick Keenan inciuded, 
were enthusiastically indorsed. The Anti-Monopo- 
lists were very indignant at the manner in which 
their convention had been packed.

For the office 
of City Auditor, Henry Hanselman, William 
Hughes, and John M. Rankin were placed 
in nomination. <A ballot was taken with 
the following result: Hanselman, 47; Hughes, 22; 
Rankin, 6 ‘The nomination ot Hanselman was 
then made unanimous. The only other place on 


the ticket that remained to be filled was that of

John C, McGuire was placed In nomiration by Mr. 
Andrew McLean. In urging the selection of his 
candidate, Mr. McLean said that the ticket placed 
in nomination by the Democratic County Conven- 
tion had not up to that time raised a storm 
of enthusiasm. It was weak in some re- 
spects, and Mr. McGuire's nomination would, 
in the opinion of the speaker, add the lacking ele- 
ments of strength to the whole local Demo- 
cratic ticket, Mr. John A. Hewllitt was nominat- 
ed by Mr. Mahoney, of the Sixth Ward.

Mr. Clements 
isalawyer of good standing, but there is a belief 
among many Democrats that the delegates were 
manipulated in his favor after they had been elect- 
ed to yote for another man.

A meeting of 
the creditors was called, at which it was stated by 
the President of the company that there were 
more than 40,000 rifles on hand, whick were made 


on account of the Turkish contract, but which 
were not delivered because the equivalent had 
not been forthcoming. A committee of the 
creditors was,.appointed, and at a subsequent 
meeting, it was stated that two or two or three 
Governments had talked of buying the rifles, and 
that a good trade could probably be made. ‘I'he 
committee were instructed to sell the arms, and 
negotiations were at once begun. The receipts 
were to be deveted to the payment of a dividend 
on account of the heavy indebtedness, and this 
made the creditors feel quite hopeful, as $500,000 
would probably be distributed among them. ‘To- 
day their hopes were dashed to the ground by the 
service of the following formidable notice:

VARIOUS RELIGIOUS 
HELD YESTERDAY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 20.—At to-day’s meet- 

ing of the Universalist General Convention the 

resignation of Mr. G. H. Robinson, of New-York, as 

a member of the Board of Trustees, was presented 

and accepted. The following preamble and reso- 


lution were introduced by the Rev. Dr. Quimby, of 
Maine: 

Whereas, In the sense of this convention the death 
penalty is barbarous, revolting, demoralizing, con- 
trary to the spirit of the Christian religion, and unne- 
Tr) therefore, 

Resolved, That we commend all proper efforts for its 
abolishment In al! our States, and recommend impris- 
onment for life at hard labor as a substitute. 

The Rev. Mr. Pembter moved that the clause 
recommending imprisonment be stricken out, as he 
did not think the convention should recommend a 
substitute, but let the civil authorities attend to 
that. The Rev. Mr. Hitchcock. of New-Jersey, ap- 
proved of the resolution, but, he argued, the 
Universalists sheuld not be the first to take 
the step. He contended that the jury sys- 
tem was a failure, and capital punishment 
should be abolished. The Rev. Mr. Shinn, of New- 
Hampshire, said: ‘‘The trial of Guiteau was a 
blooay piece of business, and I sympathize with 
him. He was deformed and perverted from his 
youth, and when he shot our beloved President he 
was not responsible for what he did, but all the so- 
ealled Christian ministers were howling for his 
blood, and I believe Guitean will fare far 
better than of these men who claim 
vast After further discussion, 
the Rev. Dr. Demarest moved that the 
latter clause be amended so as to read: 
**And recommend that a more humane and ef- 
fective penalty be substituted.’’ The resolution 
was then adopted withthisamendment. The Rev. 
J. H. Taber offered strong anti-liquor resolutions, 
which were adopted, and the Rey. Dr. Capon 
offered a_ resolution, which was also adopted, 
to the effect that all the Legislatures snould 
enact stringent laws for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals, and provide for the execution 
of suchlaws. After prayer by the Rey. C. F. Lee, the 
convention adjourned. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., Oct. 20.—The session of 
the Pennsylvania Presbyterian Synod was contin- 
ued this morning. H. E. Niles submitted a long 
resolution in reference to prohibition, the substance 
of which was that as ministers of the Gospel of 
Christ the members of the Synod acknowledged 
the solemn responsibilities that rested upon them 
in the temperance cause; that they were in hearty 
sympathy with all judicious efforts to unite good 
citizens in securing the adoption of prohibitory 
amendments to State Constitutions; that they 
would support those men as candidates for the 
State Legislature who acknowledge the necessity 
of prohibitory measures, and that they recom- 
mended the formation of temperance societies in 
all Presbyterian Sabbath-schools.

LET1ERS TO THE EDITOR. 


TARIFF REFORM. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I hope it is no breach of etiquette (having 
already submitted a paper on tariff revision to the 
Tariff Commission) to point out to the Commission 
the thoroughly inadequate proposal of tariff reform 
on woolen goods as presented to them last week in 
Philadelphia by the woolen manufacturers. The 
proposed tariff on wool and woolens printed in 
yourcolumns simply reduces duties on raw un- 
washed wool about 11 per cent, On washed wools 
and on washed wool of the first class from 20 cents 
a pound and 22 per cent. ad valorem if valued at 32 
cents a pound or less, and 24 cents a pound and 20 
percent. ad yalorem if valued over $2cents a pound 


to uuniform rate of 15 centsa pound specitic. This 
reduction is in average equal to about half 
of the present duty on the washed wool. 
Thus, while stil? holding on to a duty on raw wool, 
(which ought to be free.) which in my opinion 
is only a pretext to keep the high duty on woolen 
manufactures, I am the more surprised to find that 
in the proposed revision of duties on woolen goods 
the manufacturers seem to be perfectly blind as to 
the real requirements of the times. To sum up the 
proposal of Mr. Whitman on behalf of the Wool 
and Woolen Association, it means this, namely, a 
reduction on the present rate of duty of 5 cents per 
pound and 5 per cent. ad valorem. except in goods 
valued over 8) cents per pound. To make it more 
clear I will give the example side by side.

This system runs throughout tne wool tariff. 
Thus it will be seen that the present system of 
compound rates are upheld and a reduction in 
rates only is made, 

I will now show what effect this reduction will 
have, say. on flannels. In 1881 weimported 2,479 
pounds of flunnel, costing $1,190 30, on which, at 
80 cents per pound and 35 per cent. ad valorem, a 
duty of $1,128 96 wus paid, equal to 102.60 per cent. 

Under the proposed duty the reduction would be 
‘as follows:

Equal to about 87 per cent ad valorem. 


Now, high as this duty still is, Imay call it almost 
outrageous, yet I donot find so much fault with the 
actual 87 per cent. protection, as with the retaining 
of the complicated mode of assessing the duty. 
Just let me explain this monstrous tariff swindle 
with actual figures. If I buy 100 pounds of the 
above goods, costing 40 cents per pound, the duty 
would be, as proposed, 15 cents per pound and 30 
per cent. ad valorem. That is to say: 

100 pounds flannels at 40 cents 
Duty. 
15 cents on 100 pounds 
30 per cent. ad valorem $40

But ifthe above goods cost 41 centsa pound, 
only ** one cent more,” the duty would be 25 cents 
per pound and 30 per cent. ad valorem, which 
means:

From actual importations of 1881, which I cite, 
the 2,479% pounds of flannels only cost 44.4 
cents per pound, but it paid the same as if it 
had cost 60 cents per pound. To this injustice 
on the first principles of an honest revenue, even 
in a protective sense, let me ask, who is there cap- 
able of determining the value of 1 cent above or 
belowsga pound of woolen hats, blankets, or flan- 
nels? What greater premium for swearing false, 
invoicing false, or setting appraisers wild in their 
judgements to ascertain the value can there be 
when a1 cent per pound undervaluation will 
save 30 per cent. duty? Besides this, with what 
right o justice can such a_ complication 
be upbeld when the proposers, who so much dread 
ad valorem duties, actually try to work out this 
monstrosity by the ad valorem pretext, based upon 
the difference value of “1 cent” on a pound of 
woolen goods? I once more repeat, as this pro- 
posed duty on woolens still tries to maintain the 
compound duties, against which the most praeti- 
cal officials of the Custom-houses have protested, 
I respectfully submit to the Tariff Commis- 
sion now perfecting, I suppose, a_ revision, 
that these compound duties are inadmissible, 
and will prove the greatest stumbling-block to 
tariff reform. Ifit is the opinion of the woolen 
manufacturers that a just ad valorem duty can be 
collected on an article oe only ‘*l cent” per 
pound on the foreign value, but differing 80 per 
cent. in the rate of duty, why in the world could 
nota pure and simple ad valorem duty of 50 per 
cent., 60 per cent., or, for my part, 90 per cent., be 
collected on the foreign value of woolen goods? 
The honorable commission must have learned one 
thing tn their arduous investigations, namely, that, 
however much we may differ about protection 
and a tariff for revenue only, on one thing 99 per 
cent. of the consumers at least agree, that the 
tariff needs simplification, whereas the woolen 
maoufacturers insist upen the most mischievous 
of all tax oppressions, of upholding a complicated 
tariff exaction that only offers a premium to 
cheating, or, what is almed at, more prohibition,

MR. HATCH’S REPLY TO GEN, PALMER, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times; 

In your issue of this date, Gen. Palmer, the 
President of the Denver and Rio Grande Railway, 
calls me to account, ina pleasant and gentimanly 
way, for some criticisms made by me in Tue Times 
of Oct 5 on the hollowness of some of our railroad 
corporations. I referred particularly to the man- 
ner in which their rolling stock equipment is held 
or obtained. Speaking of one large railroad, I 
said it hired its cars practically from the Car Trust 
Companies to the value of about $26,000.000. 
Merely for purposes of further illustration, 
I then. went on to say: “The Denver 
and Rio Grande Road is in the same 
condition. They do not own:an engine, a 
car, ora wheel—not evena brake. If they did they 
might use it now to good advantage in Wall-street 
to check the down-grade tendency of their stock in 
the market.’’ Gen. Palmer goes on to say that he 
acquits me of any sinister design in making what he 
is pleased to call ‘‘this picturesque observation,” 


and then proceeds to show by his own statement, 
strengthened by the official report of the Con- 
troller of the Denver and Rio Grande, just what 
rolling stock the company does own. In regard to 
the “ picturesqueness’’ of my remark, I will say 
that ldeem it only appropriate—nothing more— 
when speaking of a railway that winds so delight- 
fully up hills and down dells, with grades of 400 feet 
to the mile, as his road does. It must be one of 
the most picturesque roads in America, abounding 
in scenery even if sparse as to dividends. I am 
bound to say that I did not expect to be construed 
literally as meaning that the company did not own 
‘an engine, a car, a wheel, or a brake.’ I meant 
that this and many other companies hire the bulk 
of their rolling stock, or buy it on long credit, from 
the Car Trust Companies. 

Gen. Palmer shows that his company owns 25 
locomotives of every class and quality, 18 passen- 
ger cars and coaches, 11 mail, express, and baggage 
cars, 499 stock, freight, and other heavy traffic 
cars, and 54 construction cars, I can only say that 
lam surprised to iearn how scant the company’s 
bo a of rolling stock, owned by itself, actu- 
ally is. They have, I belleve, over 1,000 miles of 
road. This would enable Gen. Palmer to place 
one locomotive on every 40 miles of its length, one 
passenger car or coach for every 77 miles, one bag- 
gage, express, or mailcar on every 90 miles, one 
heavy traffic car for every 2 miles, and one 
construction car for every miles. He, or 
rather the Controller of the company, appears to 
have omitted the hand-cars and wheelbarrows 
from this schedule of rolling stock. The total cost 
of this rolling stock was $633.350. The company 
has also paid $210,000 for air-brakes, ana $536,133 of 
the principal of its obligations to the Colorado Car 
Trust Company. The total expenditures of the 
company in all forms for rolling stock equipment 
is less than $1,500,000—a limi investment as it 
seems to me for a corporation capitalized at 
$50,000,000. Looking at the proportion of road to en- 
gine and cars, I am bound to say that they appear 
inthe ratio of Falstaff’s sack to his bread. But 
what shall I say at hearing that the company has in- 
vested $210,000 in air-brakes and only $633,000 in 
cars and motive power. Thisis one-third—or, in 
other words, if each car cost $3,000 1t would have 
$1,000 worth of air-brakes on it. What would Fal- 
staff say to this if he were a modern railroad Presi- 
dent? It is so ‘startling’ to me that I refrain 
from saying anything beyond the remark that it 
must be terrible work to run trains over grades 
that require about as much power to stop and hold 
them as it does to start and haul them. Gen. Palmer 
has the temerity to invite comparison with the Penn- 
syivania Railroad by suggesting they have $12,000,- 
000 of Car Trust propery on their line. As he re- 
fers to it, I will only say that the Pennsylvania 
Company owns a roadbed fon which there are two, 
three, and four tracks through its entire length— 
wide enough for six ora dozen Denver tracks; 
that it has gota locomotive of itsown for every 
mile of road, some of them weighing 90 tons and 
costing three times as mach as tne Denver's cost, 
while they can show several freight and 
several passenger cars for every mile of 
road. In this statement I exelude hand- 
cars and wheeibarrows. as Palmer 


less gives precise facts. They are not . how- 
ever, to help things for his road-at the 
end. So far as;I am aware, the Pen ia Road 
has none of its stocks er bonds on Wall-street, 7 
I have never heard of any of its officers dealing 
them here or elsewhere. I have lately 
had occasion again to refer to the Den- 
ver Road, in the Hour of this week, iv 
a comparison with the Louisville and Nash 
ville, Richmond and Danville, and Wabash Roads. 
t me say to Gen. Palmer, and in justice to the 
company of which he is the head, that for scenery 
I think his road can surpass either of the others, 
while for bpm gg pas power all four of eer 
stand about equal. Iam not a besr on the subjecto 
the general prosperity of this eoeney but I am de- 
cidedly a bear on the chromo publishing. printing,

THE MURDERERS OF JAMES Q. HARVARD EX 
ECUTED IN GEORGIA. 

Macon, Ga., Oct. 20.—Ella Moore, Jo 
seph King, Robert Donaldson, Reddick 
Powell, and Simon O'Quinn were 
hanged at Eastman, Ga, to-day for 
the murder of James Q. Harvard on Aug. 
6. The hanging was witnessed by lesg 
than 100 persons, and there was but 
little excitement or interest manifested. 
The prisoners had been confined in jail at Macon 


since their conviction. This morning, under escort 
ofa detachment of the Second Georgia Battalion, 
the prisoners boarded the train for Eastman, 60 miles 
below thiscity. The’gallows wasin a 35-feet square 
inclosure. The military was placed on ‘guard out- 
side, and Sheriff Sapp. with the prisoners, a special 
guard, members of the press, and a few others en: 
tered the }inciosure at 12:55 o’elock. When all the 
risoners had been placed on the scaffold the 
Rheriff announced in a loud voice, ‘“ You 
have but five minutes to liye. 1f you have any- 
thing to say, you are at liberty to speak.” 
‘rhe prisoners’ remarks were brief. Four of 
them simply said “Good bye.’’ The fifth added, 
“Tll never go to another camp ne: 
Sheriff Sapp stood under the scaffold, an 

as the clock pointed to i he exclaimed 
“Your time is out?’ handing his umbrella toa 
bystander, as he spoke, and cutting the trigger- 
rope with a hatchet. As the last word 
was spoken the trap fell and five 
bodies swayed in the air. There were no strug- 
gies. The woman diedinseven minutes and Joe 
King in 11. The others breathed their last 
between these two extremes. Not a neck 
was broken, and the bodies were cut down in 25 
minutes. A few minutes after the trap fell 
there was a faint contraction of King’s shoul- 
ders and a slight movement of Powell’s 
legs. These were the only movements noticed. 
There was a sixth noose dangling, but the Iin- 
tended victim, Ike Shipman, was_ respited 
this morning by the Governor. The pris: 
oners stood on the scaffold nearly an 
hourina hard rain while the shackles were being 
removed and the swollen ropes adjusted. 

The crime for which the prisoners suffered oc- 
curred Aug. 6, at a large negro camp-meeting at 
Cochran. A negro named Lg swindled 
another negroina game of cards. arsbal Har: 
rell, with a deputy, attempted to arrest him, but 
was knocked down. He fired and killed Terrapin. 
Amid intense excitement the body was borne ta 
the camp-meeting, and an immense crowd gath- 
ered. A white man was seen running througn the 
ground, and the crowd, believing it to be Harrell, 
pursued him, crying, “Kill him,” ‘ Buro 
the town,” &e. The fugitive took refuge 
in a house, and was immediately surrounded, 
dragged out,beaten to death with fence palings,and 
riddled with bullets. The woman Ella Moore ied 
the crowd. The man who was killed proved ta 
be a young college graduate who had just ar- 
rived at his home. His name was James A. 
Harvard. While he was being dragged 
from the house, negroes who knew him deciared 
that he had nothing to do with the killing 
of Terrapin, bat the frantic woman urged 
on the crowd with the result stated. 
A large number of negroes were arrested and tried 
for the crime. Sixteen were sentenced to the 
pane for life, and six were sentenced to be 

anged. One was respited to-day. The affair has 
aroused much interest all over the State, and will 
prove @ Yaluable lesson to negroes. 


SCOVILLE AND HIS WIFE. 


GUITEAU’S COUNSEL TESTIFYING THAT YHE 
ASSASSIN’S SISTER IS INSANE. 

Cuicaco, Oct. 20.—In the Scoville insanity 
ease to-day the court-room was crowded with 
cranks and sight-seers. Mr. Scoville testified to 
traces of insanity in the Guiteau family from the 
grandfather down. Mrs. Scoville, he said, first 
showed signs of insanity when their son became 
sick. She fell in love with the physician attending 


him and confessed it. Subsequently she denied 
she had made the confession. She soon became 
violent, nervous, and frritating,and attempted to 
leave the house. She confided all her griefs to the 
servants, lost affection for her family, except for 
himself, and within the past six months had de- 
serted him, too. He related in detail his recent 
well-known troubles with her. She formed a 
friendship with George W. Earlie, an alleged news- 
aper man, and confessed to witness that she 
oved Earlie. They wrote letters addressed to Mrs. 
Garfield and others and sold them tothe news:

She had 
an idea that she was growing younger, and was 
in the habit of undressing and sletping in her room 
with the door open, an impropriety concerning 
which he had remonstrated with her. 

The next witness was Mrs. Fannie Scoville 
Harper, Mrs Scoville’s daughter. Her testimony 
was as to the queer actions and epileptic fits of her 
mother since witness was 10 years old.

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THE LIEDZERKRANZ CLUB HOUSE. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE NEW BUILDING—AN 
INFORMAL OPENING LAST NIGHT. 

The new Liederkranz Club house, in East 
Fifty-eighth-street, between Lexington and Park 
avenues, was thrown open last evening tothe mem- 
bers of the society and afew invited guests for 
an informal inspection. The building has a 
frontage of 125 feet, a depth of 100 feet, 
and is three storfes high. with a basement. 
The structure is plain but substantial, the material 
used in construction being Philadelphia pressed 
brick with handsome brown-stone trimmings. 
The style is that of tne German Renaissance. 


A broad flight of steps leads from the side- 
walk to three large doors opening on a spacious 
vestibule, from which one wide stairway leads to 
the basement, while two others lead to the upper 
floors. On the first foor are the dining-room and 
the brary, both of which apartments face on the 
treet. On the same floor, in the rear, are the 
illiard-room, with six billiard tables and an ex- 
tension for table sand chairs, the orchestra room, 
which is capable of holding a chorus of 100 singers, 
and the offices of the society. On the second floor 
are the concert hall and reception-rooms and 
parl the !atter facing the street and stretchin 
along the entire front of the building. The thi 
floor contains suites of rooms for the use of com- 
mittees, spare rooms for guests, &c. In the base- 
ment of the building is a large dining-room 
capable of accommodating 600 persens. In addi- 
sion to this there are four bowling — and the 
kitchen, wash-rooms, store-rooms, cloak-rooms, 
and offices. There is also, in the front of 
the basement, a room set apart for social gath- 
erings and gay reunions of male friends. 
This room is known as the kneipe. It 
is fitted up in the German medieval 
style. Its walls are handsomely  frescoed 
and embellished with appropriate mottoes, 
among which foremost stands the following: 
“Je schoener die kneip, je schlimmer fiir’s weit; 
je schlimmer das weit, die schoener die kneip.’ 
A handsomely emblazoned pook is to be found in 
the knelpe, in which the names of all guests 
partaking the hospitality offered within 
its Ww will be enrolled. After the 
building had been inspected a_ collation 
was given in the Cining-hali, on the first floor. Wil« 
liam Steinway, the President of the Liederkranz, 
delivered a brief address, whieh was humorous! 
responded to by William J. Kenny, who evok 
much laughter and agginnes, The building is to 
be formally opened this evening with a grand fair. 
The property of the German Liederkranz in 
Fourth-street was sold at auction yesterday for 
$74,000. It comprised three four-story brick build- 
ings, with three lots each % feet by 1382.3 feet, 
being Nos. 31, 83, and 35 Fourth-street.

SURVEY. 


WORK AND MIN- 


ING STATISTICS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The report of the 
Director of the Geological Survey shows that Di- 
rector Powell, at the beginning of the last fiscal 
year, resolved to curta!! the field work, in view of 
he large mass of unprepared matter which had 
accumulated, and determined to give more atten- 
ion to the office and laporatory work necessary 
for its publication. This work consisted in the 
identification, classification, and description of fos- 
gils; the chemical and microsecpic examiuation of 
rocks, minerals, and ores; the construction of 
geologic sections, the preparation of charts, 
diagrams, and other illustrations, and the 
preparation of reports on the various subjects 
which had occupied the attention of the sclentific 
mien of the survey. Experiments have been made 
under the management of the former Director, Mr. 
Clarence King, on the various phenomena connect- 
ped with rock formation. An examination (chiefly in 
the laboratory) has been made of the structural 
geology of the Eureka mining district of Colorado, 
of the voleanic rocks of the Great Basin, and of 
Mounts Shasta, Hood, and Rajnier. Another de- 
sartment of the work has been the study of certain 
[eke basins in Uteh, Nevada, and California, These 
lakes are now mostly extinct, a great salt lake be- 
ing one of the few exceptions, and their history, 
which isnow being studied, inciudes a study of 
the quartenary climate, which Jeads in turn 
to a study of the climate of the arid portion of 
the United States, Another fieid of investigation 
bas been the study of glacial formations, extend- 
ing from the Atlantic coast to the middle portion 
of the great plains in northern latitudes, This in- 
vestigation, also, is a research relating to quartena- 
ty climate and to the character and origin of the 
resent tonograpbie featu of the area involved. 
nvestigations have also been conducted relating 
to the economic veology of the Ten-mile district, 
Summit County, Col., aud of the basaltic mesgs at 
Golden, whien will be exteuded to cover the en- 
hire Donver coal basin. Much time Las becn spent 
m the prevaration of a report en tho Lead. 
ville district. in Nevada, the Euraka dis- 
trict has been carefuliy surveyed, and the 
report has been prepared on the Comstock 
lode aud the Washoe district. The Director pooh] 
bil of the imvestizations in economic ceology w 
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; still 


have a practical value in determining the charac- 
teristics of ore deposits, and will advance mining 
intiustries by pointing out the best methods of says- 
tematic development. Early in the fiscal year 
geographical work was begun in New-Mexico and 
Arizona, which is preliminary to a geologic ex- 
amination of the country. In conclusion, Major 
Powell says that the survey has been engaged dur- 
ingagreat part of the year in the preparation of 
statistics relative to the mining industries of the 
United States, which are complete and exhaustive 
in every respect, and which are intended for the 
use of the Census Bureau.

Capt. Izzo, of the Italian brig Teresina, 
reports that be left Philadeiphia for Oporto witha 
cargo of grain and staves on Oct. 8. Onthe 16th a 
heavy gale from east-north-cast to north-east was 
encountered. The wind blew with hurricane foree, 
carrying away several of the sails. The 
very heavy. and, sweeping over the port 
crushed in the bulwarks and tore away 30 feet of 
the port rail and stenchions. Capt. Izzo decided to 
put about for this port, but, inorder to reach here, 
the crew were obliged to throw overboard a quan- 
tity of the cargo, The ship Zephyr, from Flume, 
was catght in a heavy gale on Sept, 11. The wina 
came at first from south and then shi/ted to north- 
west, blowing with such force that the ship was 
obliged to lay to for 48 hours under bare polos, her 
three lower topsails having been. blown away. In 
the meantime she labored very heavily among huge 
seas. During the storm she shitted 200 miles to the 
southward, Capt. Kelly, of the schooner Annie D. 
Merritt, from Samana, reports that in latitude 27° 
and longitude 70°, a terrific sourh-westerly hurri- 
cane was encountered, After blowing from this 
direction for 12 hours, the wind hauled to north- 
east and settled into a strong gale which continued 
for four dags. The vessel rolled heavily,fsuipping 
large quantities of water, while a huge een 
earried away her jibboorm. Capt. Hichboon, of the 
brig Herman, from Caibarien, was caught tm a hur 
ricane on Oct. 12, when 60 miles to the southward 
of Cape Lookout. She was hove to for 72 hours, 
duriug which time the royal and topgallant sails 
were blown out of the gaskets. The heavy seas 
caused much damage about the decks. Capt. 
Ritchie, of the tark George Peabody, which ar- 
rived from Hamburg yesterday, reports that on 
Sept. 7, in latitude 60° 47’ and longitude 5°, a large 
quantity of deals, which appeared to have been 
Ouly a sbort time in the water, was passed. On 
the 24d, in latitude 51° and Jengitude 20°, & portion 
of a vessel's deck, about 35 feet long and 20 wide, 
Was seen in the water.

MANHATTAN FIRE INSURANCE COMPANY 
GOING OF BUSINEBS. 

The name of another local institution was 
added yesterday to the rapidly increasing list of 
suspended fire insurance companies by the reinsu- 
rance of the Manhattan in the Phenix, of Brook- 
lyn. Organized in 1872, with a oapital of $250,000, 
the Manhattan Fire Insurance Company had the 
advantages from the start of the inerease 
in rates which foltowed the great ‘hicago 
fire in which its namesake perished. 
It jumped, so to speak, at once into 
a large and lucrative business, and, until the last 
two years, pald substantial and falrly earned divi- 
dends to its stockholders. Bat the strain of cot- 
petition and low rates which has obtained and is 
still operating gradually irmpatred its strength and 
finally compelled its Directors to adopt the course 
they have taken. At the close ot last year the 
company had risks in force amounting to $51,005,- 
608, With an annual cash income of $659,760; its Ha- 
bilities, exclusive of capital stock, amounted to 
$337,000, and its net surplus was reported at that 
time to be $65,117. Two shares oftne Manhattan 
stock were sold on Wednesday at auction for 50 
cents on the dollar. Stephen Crowell, President of 
the Phenix, says that this sale was no indication of 
the value of the stook, inasmuch as there were no 
bolders when the sheres were offered, and that 
they would have been passed had not the Secre- 
tary of his company, who happened to be present, 
bid the price named. Mr. Crowell says he thinks 
the stockholders will, under the reissuance con- 
tract, receive about the par value of their stock. 
The poliey-holders, however, are, beyond doubt, 
amply protected.

It has been left to a 
Committee of Fifty of a more obviously 
representative character than any party 
convention elected by the usual meth- 
ods to recommend such a County ticket 
as every independent voter may support 
in the full assurance that he is doing 
the work of no ‘‘ boss’”’ and carrying out the 
programme of no set of political hucksters. 
No name but that of Mr. CAMPBELL has 
been mentioned in connection with the May- 
pralty and none is likely to command such 
general and cordial approval. In the sclec- 
tion of nominees for Sheriff, County Clerk, 
Judges, and Coroners, the committee wiil be 
guided not at all by considerations of parti-

The slipshod way in which the acts of the 
Legislature are habitually drawn is a source 
of trouble whenever occasion arises for an 
exact application of their provisions. No- 
where isthere more need of care and ex- 
plicitness than in framing laws relating to 
the casting of ballots at an election, and yet 
when the occasion comes for voting for a 
Congressman at Large it is found that the 
law prescribing the form of ballots does not 
definitely provide for such a case, and 
it is a matter of puzzling construction 
to make its general requirements apply. 
Now it is discovered that, while 
the free canal amendment of the Constitu- 
tioninvolves modification of three sections of 
Article VII., the act providing for its sub- 
mission to the electors prescribes a ballot for 
or against ‘‘the proposed amendment to 
section 8, Article VII., of the Constitution’’ 
only. Under such a law can votes be cast 
for or against an amendment which affects 
sections 3, 5, and 6 of Article VII.? This is a 
new conundrum which has been submitted 
to the Attorney-General, who is just now 
largely engaged in rectifying deficiencies in 
legislation. 


The Ring Democracy of Brooklyn com- 
pleted its work last night by the nomination 
of candidates for Controller and Auditor 
who can be trusted to antagonize the views 
of Mayor Low in regard to the bridge man- 
agement, and to see that the Kingsley 
influence in that enterprise is, in no 
way, disturbed.

But there 
is every reason for endeavoring to place the 
Congressional canvass on a basis of its own 
and to separate it from the chances involved 
in State contests. It is true that this is no 
easy matter, and it is also true that differ- 
ences of opinion and causes of dissatisfac- 
tion are not connected solely with State 
politics, But while it is a fact 
that the people are dissatisfied with 
the extravagance of the present Con- 
gress and its failure to revise the reve- 
nue system so as to reduce the burden of 
taxation and adjust 1t more equitably, the 
responsibility does not belong to one party 
alone. A part of the Republicans in Congress, 
with the aid of Democratic votes, turned the 
tariff question over to a commission for in- 
vestigation and report instead of making any 
serious effort at revision. On the other 
hand, they did attempt to make some desira- 
ble reductions in internal revenue taxes, and 
were prevented by Democratic opposition, 
aided by afew Republican votes. 

While the Republicans as a responsible 
majority fell far short of the requirements 
of the occasion, the little which they did 
attempt met with a factious opposition, and 
the Democrats, on their part, were unable 
to present any scheme of policy as an indi- 
cation of what they would do if they could. 
They furnished not the least reason for be- 
lieving that there would have been less 
extravagance or more of judicious effort at 
revising the revenue system and reducing 
national taxes if the majority had been on 
their side. The sole advantage of the 
Democrats now lies in the fact that they 
are in a minority in the present Congress. 
They have done nothing to give assurance 
that if they control the next Con- 
gress they will act with wisdom 
and prudence. In fact, Republicans 
who anticipate the loss of the House of 
Representatives find a certain comfort in the 
belief that the Democrats will make such 
bad work of the tasks that will fall to that 
body as to bring about another reaction in 
1884, to their discomfiture in the national can- 
vass. But thatis not a good ground for al- 
lowing them to get control. Needed te- 
forms should not be put off until the Demo- 
crats have tried their hand at them and 
failed. It is of pressing importance that 
they should be accomplished as speedily as 
possible, and the Republicans can strengthen 
themselves for the next national contest bet- 
ter by showing what they can do than by let- 
ting their opponents show what they can- 
not do. 

The Republican Party of the country has 
ample reason for endeavoring to retain con- 
trol of the House of Representatives in or- 
der to justify their promises and give secu- 
rity to the interests of the Nation, and 
where they are divided over local 
issues they should strive to separate 


been se- 
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the Congressional canvass from the State 
contest and act upon each according 
to their judgment of what is best. In 
Pennsylvania the party is actually split upon 
the question of organization and manage- 
ment within the State. The object of the 
Independent wing isto be gained by a de- 
feat of the candidates who represent the 
dictation of CamERon. It does not require 
tae defeat of candidates for Congress who 
do not represent that dictation. In this State 
the dissatisfaction of Republicans is due 
to the manner in which the ticket for 
State officers was thrust upon the party. 
Notwithstanding the professions of commit- 
tees and active politicians, there is evidence 
tbat the determination to give unmistakable 
expression to that dissatisfaction has dimin- 
ished with the progress of the canvass. But 
Congressional nominations in the districts are 
made in the customary manner andas nearly 
upon their merits as they ever are. The 
feeling which has been evoked ought indeed 
to secure more than the usual attention to 
the merits of candidates. Certainly where 
candidates have a good record and are well 
qualified, Republicans will not have reason 
for refusing to support them in the fact that 
they are dissatisfied with the State ticket. 

The candidate for Congressman at Large 
was nominated in the only way that was 
practicable after Mr. Herpurn declined to 
stand. The probability is that his name 
will be placed on the Congressional ticket 
in each district and not on the State 
ticket. His candidacy should be considered 
on its individual merits. He has written 
a letter stating his position regarding 
the representative character which he 
would assume if elected. It is manly and 
outspoken and in line with the reform 
which is so seriously needed in the relations 
of Congressmen to the civil service. It 
places him with the advance guard of 
those who would enter the new Con- 
gress with reform ideas and purposes, 
and it exhibits and 
courage assurance that 
he would stand by his professions, Repub- 
licans of New-York should endeavor at least 
to elect all the good men among their Con- 
gressional candidates, all those who would 
represent their principles and promote their 
purposes better than could be done by Dem- 
ocrats, and they should do what they can to 
maintain the ascendency of the party in the 
councils of the Nation. They may be 
united as to national questions and _ policies, 
however they may feel in regard to the State 
contest. 
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MR. SPENCER'S OPINIONS. 

Mr. Hersert Spencer is a far more 
profound and instructive critic of our civil 
and social organization than Mr. Freeman. 
The historian, it must be confessed, disap- 
pointed us. We found his lectures some 
what scrappy, bearing 
hasty preparation, and 
that had read, 
ter way, in his

he had trifled away his opportunity in notes 
upon the merely curious and unimportant

ments Mr. FREEMAN’S impressions of the 
Who 
would care for SHAKESPEARE’s opinion of 
arithmetic and grammar? The sociologist, 
on the contrary, in first public ut- 
terance among us, commands our instant 
attention by his searching and profound 
generalizations. He seizes 
what we know to be our most dangerous 
political vices, and points out the remote and 
destructive consequences of our.dll-balanced 
development. His words leave in us a vague 
sense of awe, as if we had listened to the 
voice of a prophet. 

Mr. SPENCER says in the interview pub- 
lished in THe Times of yesterday that we 
‘*have an undue love for personalities.”’ 
This native and irresistible predilection, 
then, shall be our warrant for pursuing 
a little further the comparison between 
himself and Mr. Freeman. Their differ- 
ences of mental sphere and equipment are 
reflected in what they say of us. In Mr. 
FrEEMAN’s special field of historical re- 
search he is without a rival. But he frank- 
ly avows his limitations. ‘‘ Greatly to my ill- 
luck,” says he, ‘‘ I am wholly ignorant of all 
things bearing on commerce, manufactures, 
or agriculture; nor am I better skilled in 
education, unless it be education which rises 
to the level of a college or university.’’ 
But if we want to know about the power 
and pomp of the Marquesses of Ferrara, of 
the sedition of the Ciompi, or the progress 
of the realm of Tirnovo under Czar Jonn 
ASEN II., we must ask Mr. Freeman to tell 
us. Mr. Spencer’s fund of available 
knowledge includes Mr. FREEMAN’s and 
overlaps it on every side. ‘To a full under- 
standing of all history that is politically in- 
structive he addsaready familiarity with 
the customs of the Koranna Hottentots, 
the Nagas, the Dhiwals, and the Arafuras. 
He is, besides, a first-rate anatomist and 
physiologist, a biologist, geologist, and psy- 
chologist, marshaling to the support of his 
science of sociology with readiness and 
ease all that is necessary to his purpose 
among the observed facts of the behavior of 
vaso-motor nerves, of the rudest protozoa 
as well as of the highest organ- 
ism of terrestrial matter under the 
impulse of violent forces, and of the mind 
of man under the laws imposed by its struc- 
ture and limits, And finally, combining 
all these special classes of knowledge, based 
on acquaintance with nature in a hundred 
fields, into a general group where each has its 
place, he stands forth as the master philos- 
opher of the age, and assumes the fitting 
task of unfolding the laws of nature and 
constructing the science of life and society. 

But there is a point where the differences 
between Mr. Spencer and Mr. Freeman 
disappear and the two are found in agree- 
ment. Both believe that this Republic is 
doomed to disaster. Mr. Freeman has, it 
is true, paused in the writing of his great 
work, the ‘‘ History of the Federal Gov- 
ernment from the Foundation of the 
Achaian League to the Disruption of 
the United States,’ but we infer that 
he is merely waiting for time to make good 
the somewhat premature assumption of the 
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title page of his first volume, which he now 
finds it inconvenient to alter. Mr. SPENCER 
also sees the shadow of doom hanging over 
us. It seems to him that, while our enor- 
mous commercial and industrial develop- 
ment are iuemes for wonder, we are, like 
the Italian republics of the Middle Ages, 
gradually losing our freedom. His compar- 
ison of our regiments of men armed with 
voting papers and led by a political ‘‘ boss” 
to the mercenaries and dependents of the 
feudal nobles is both apt and startling. To 
the mind which follows out the parallel be- 
tween our own Republic and the republics 
of medimval Italy it suggests some very 
grave reflections. 

If we examine Mr. Spencer’s pub- 
lished opinions carefully, however, we 
find that they point to a most unex- 
pected and unfailing source of com- 
fort and reassurance—the philosophical 
books of Mr. Spencer himself, so that, 
from the sociologist abroad the apprehensive 
American may appeal to the sociologist at 
home, and, like a new  Boethius, stay 
the rising tide of doubt and fear 
with the consolations of philosophy. 
Mr. Spencer tells us that our ‘‘paper 
Constitution”? will not work as it was in- 
tended to work, because we made it instead 
of allowing it to grow. Our form of gov- 
ernment came tous by a happy accident, 
and our political structure was forced 
ready-made upon ® people who would 
have evolved something very different 
if left to themselves. Under _ this 
artificial Constitution and government, the 
spoilsmen and professional politicians have 
grown to be the ruling power. Education 
will not furnish a remedy, for, to quote Mr. 
SPENCER’s words: ‘‘ The benefits of politi- 
cal purity are so general and remote, and 
the profit to each individual so inconspicu- 
ous, that the common citizen, educate him 
as you like, will habitually occupy himself 
with his personal affairs, and hold it not 
worth his while to fight against each abuse 
Not lack of informa- 
tion, but lack of certain moral sentiments, 
is the root of the evil.” 

Now, Mr. Spencer has taught*us, in his 
‘Data of Ethics,’’ that moral sentiments are 
“the slowly organized results of experiences 
received by the race,’’ ‘‘ the results of accu- 
mulated experiences of utility, gradually or- 
ganized and inherited,’”’ ‘preferences and 
aversions’’ which have been ‘‘ rendered or- 
ganic by inheritance of the effects of pleas- 
urable and painful experiences in progeni- 
tors.”” He also teaches us that these 
moral intuitions are as distinctly preserva- 
tive as the emotions of hunger, fear 
of a powerful enemy, or preferences 
for wholesome food and aversion to noxious 
substances. The only difference between 
these primary pbysical impulses and the 
moral intuitions is that the latter, following 
the law of evolution, are more complex, and 
therefore liable to interruption 
and derangement. Sut these breaks 
are individual and exceptional. It is 
through normal average of their 
effective operation that progressive evolu- 
tion takes place, the lower becomes the 
higher. And surely this Republic, unlike 
other republics, smaller or earlier, and there- 
fore tentative and imperfect, presents a 
mighty average. Our progress not only 
illustrates natural laws, but we are nature it- 
self—or enough of it to make our fail- 
ure carry with it Mr. Spencrer’s theory 

We may comfort ourselves, 
with the inference that the de-

THE KNOXVILLE EPISODE. 

In deference to the tender feelings of our 
fellow-citizens of the Southern and South- 
western States, we may refrain from saying 
that the recent bloody episode of Knoxville, 
Tenn., has a local character as referring 
to that section of the Republic. Let us ad- 
mit rather that it is thoroughly American, 
We read of the vendetta of the Corsicans, 
and we all know that in some of the darkest 
portions of the globe a family or tribal 
grudge is cherished through many genera- 
tions, and that a real or fancied wrong is 
sometimes wiped out in blood long ufter the 
original cause of quarrel has been forgotten. 
To those who understand the lawlessness 
and the individual sense of responsibility for 
wrong which is so prominent a characteris- 
tic of some of our people, there is nothing 
remarkable in the triple homicide that 
occurred in Knoxville the other day. It 
was a legitimate outcome of a form of 
civilization that teaches that every man must 
be his own avenger. In any community 
where the law is too slow for the throbbing 
passion of the people, just such tragedies as 
that which has surprised Knoxville must 
surely happen. And, we may add, where 
there are offenses, real or imaginary, of 
which the law takes no cognizance, homi- 
cide (in these communities) is almost cer- 
tain to follow after the offense. 

In this case the killing seems to have been 
begun last Winter. Previous to that time, 
there had been trouble betwixt the combat- 
ants in the vendetta above alluded to. But 
the slaying did not begin until Christmas, 
1881. ‘To be sure, the father of Gen. Masry, 
one of the belligerents, was killed in a quar- 
rel forty years ago, and Mary himself had 
‘killed his man,’’ but so long since that 
even his name and the circumstances of 
killing are now forgotten. But at 
Christmas-time one Danre~L Luspy shot 
and killed Wiiuram Masry in Knoxville. 
The father of the slain man charged 
that O’Connor, one of the participants in 
the late fatal encounter, was in some way 
connected with the killing of his son. Be- 
twixt the families of Masry and O’Connor, 
it appears, there had been some bickerings 
growing out of business complications. Af- 
ter LusBy had killed Winn1aM Masry, and 
had been put on trial for that crime, LusBy 
and his father attempted to kill the senior 
Masry and his son, Josep A. Masry, Jr., 
but these latter, being ‘‘spry with their 
weapons,”’ killed both of the Lussys, father 
and son. This probably emboldened the 


Masry faction, and the extermination of 
their foes became merely a matter of time. 

It is not possible, nor is it worth while,.to 
attempt to elucidate the details of the quar- 
rel that grew up between O’Connor and 
the senior Masry, to which quarrel the 
slaying of the Luspys was only incidental. 
It is sufficient to say that Gen. JosmrH A. 
Masry was not a prosperous man and that 
O’ConNoR was not only prosperous but he 
came into possession of some portions of the 
Mabry estate with which Gen. Masry was 
constrained to part. It should also be noted 
that Masry is said to have been “engaged in 
more litigation than any man living.”” The 
culmination of the Mabry difficulty oc- 
curred a few days ago, when Gen. Josern A. 
Masry accosted Mr. O’Coxnor at the State 
Fair, then being held near Knoxville; Manry, 
who was armed, having cursed O'Connor as 
“‘a thief and a murderer.” The difficulty 
was adjourned, however, with the under- 
standing that the big globe was not 
big enough to hold both of these men, 
living. Next day O’Connor, having 
provided himself with a battery of 
double-barreled shot-guns, waited for 
his adversary, who walked twice by his 
(O’Connor’s) place of business. On the re- 
turn of Masry, O’Connor leveled one of 
his shot-guns at him and brought him to the 
ground, The crowd gathered, when the 
resolute O’Connor, motioning them away, 
fired his second barrel. The noise of the 
firing attracted the junior Masry, who ar- 
rived on the battle-field just as O’Connor’s 
assistants had handed him another shot-gun. 
Young Masry fired at O’Connor, shooting 
him in the breast. At the same instant, as 
it were, O’Connor fired at young Masry, 
and both men fell dead. 

These are the bald facts of the tragical af- 
fair that now disturbs the law-abiding city 
of Knoxville, Tenn. Both of the senior 
participants were prominent citizens. Gen. 
Masry was alarge land-owner and Major 
O’Connor (for both wore military titles, of 
course,) was not only a man of wealth, but 
he had held many offices in his private ca- 
pacity as a citizen and an active business 
man, Bad blood had been engendered be- 
twixt the two men by causes in which the 
general public can have no concern. It is 
quite likely that Mapry resented the pros- 
perity of O'Connor, which he thought was 
built partly on his own misadventures. He 
had kiJled his man more than once, and he 
probably thought himself invincible. The 
Masrys, father and son, were regarded as 
desperate men, and O’Connor evidently 
thought that the only way to protect his own 
life was to kill the first Masry who showed 
signs of attacking him. This he did, and 
all three of the belligerents are dead. It is 
not said that there are survivors to perpetu- 
ate the feud. 

An occurrence like this, shocking as it 
must be to every well-balanced mind, isa 
natural incident in an imperfect civiliza- 
tion. It is not unexpected in a condition of 
society in which individuals trust to their 
own prowess and their own alertness to 
right their own wrongs. Masry fancied 
that he had been injured. O’Connor fan- 
cied that his life was in danger. Masry 
was ready to kill O’ConNorR in revenge. 
O’ConnoR was ready to kill Masry 
in self-defense. In either case the law 
was impotent, or was supposed to 
be inadequate, to protect ecither of the 
belligerents. They were both prepared to 
take the law into their own hands and to 
defend their persons and personal rights 
without recourse to any other agency than 
their own wearons. That a condition of 
affairs like this is deplorable it is hardly 
necessary to say.’ The Knoxville episode 
is suggestive of nothing but savagery. 
No sophistries relating to personal honor 
can gloss over the gross brutality of this 
triple homicide. The occurrence is only 
another example of the direful effects of ill- 
regulated passions and of the inevitable 
tendencies of a vicious public sentiment. 
Where men are permitted to take into their 
own hands the righting of their wrongs it 
is difficult for them to draw the line betwixt 
justifiable homicide and absolute lawlessness, 


ARTIFICIAL INCUBATION. 

There is not the slightest reason to believe 
that when the ancient Egyptians invented a 
method of artificially hatching eggs they 
were influenced by any desire to lessen the 
labor of hens. Their sole object was to 
produce more chickens than the hens pro- 
duced. Although we may give a setting 
hen credit for the best possible intentions, it 
must be admitted that she is a very clumsy 
bird. She will tread’ on her eggs and will 
leave more or less of them out in the cold. 
Besides, ker capacity to hatch eggsis limited 
by her size. There are very few hens who can 
hatch out more than a dozen chickens, and, 
of course, if a man wishes to raise chickens 
on a large scale he must supply himself with 
an immense number of hens. Artificial in- 
cubation obviates all these difficulties. As 
invented by the Egyptians, and extensively 
practiced in our own day, a thousand eggs 
can be hatched at one time in a single incu- 
bator, and not one of these runs any risk of 
being broken or chilled. 


’ The immense success which has attended 
the artificial incubation of chickensin France 
recently attracted the attention of Dr. Ta- 
VERNIER, a learned and ingenious physician. 
He was attached to a hospital for foundlings, 
and although the position gave him an ad- 
mirable opportunity for experimenting with 
new medicines, he was a humane man, and 
he was annoyed at the large number of 
foundlings who died within the first six 
months of their life. The majority of those 
admitted to the hospital were weak and 
sickly, but in that respect they did not differ 
from the majority of all sorts of French 
infants. Dr. TAVERNIER felt that it was a 
reproach to medical science that French in- 
fants could not be cultivated with as much 
success as French chickens, and he resolved 
to try what artificial incubation—if it may 
be so called—would accomplish if applied 
to infants. 

The Doctor constructed a child incubator 
on precisely the model of the ordinary chick- 
en incubator. It was a box covered with a 
glass side furnished with a soft wooien bed 
and kept at the temperature of 86° Fahren- 
heit by the aid of hot water. He selected 
as the subject of his first experiment a mis- 
erably »made infant, one, in fact, that had 
rashly insisted upon beginning the world at 
an injudiciously early period. This infant 
was placed in the incubator. provided with 


a nutsing bottle, and keptin’a darkroom. 
To the surprise of the Doctor it ceased to 
cry on the second day after it was placed in 
the incubator, and although it had previous- 
ly been a preternaturally sleepless child, it 
sank into a deep and quiet sleep. The child 
remained in the incubator for about eight 
weeks, during which time it never once 
cried, and never remained awake except 
while taking nourishment. It grew rapidly, 
and when, at the expiration of sixty days, it 
was removed from the incubator it presented 
the appearance of a healthy infant of at 
least a year old. k 

Delighted with the success of this experi- 
ment, Dr. TAVERNIER next selected an ordi- 
nary 6-months-old infant addicted to the 
usual pins and colic, and exhibiting the 
usual fretfulness of French infants. This 
child conducted itself while in the incubator 
precisely as its predecessor had done. It 
never cried; it spent its whole time in sleep, 
and it grew as if it had made up its mind to 
embrace the career of a professional giant. 
After a six weeks’jstay in the incubator it 
was removed and weighed. During this 
brief period it had doubled its weight. It 
had become so strong and healthy that it re- 
sembled a child of 3 years old, and it could 
actualiy walk when holding on to a conven- 
ient piece of furniture. 


These two experiments satisfied Dr. Ta- 
VERNIER of the vast advantages of artificial 
child incubation. He immediately pro- 
ceeded—with the permission of the authori- 
ties of the hospital—to construct an incu- 
bator of the capacity of four hundred in- 
fants, and in this he placed every one of the 
three hundred and sixty infants who were 
in the hospital on the 10th day of February 
last. With the exception of one who died 
of congenital hydrocephalus and another 
who was claimed by its repentant parents, 
the infants were kept continuously in the 
incubator for six months, when they 
were removed in consequence of having 
outgrown their narrow beds. The result 
will seem almost incredible to persons who 
are unfamiliar with the reputation of Dr. 
TAVERNIER and have not seen the report 
made to the French Government on the sub- 
ject by aselect committee of twelve. The 
average age of the infants last February was 
8 months and 3 days—the youngest being 
less than 12 hours old and the eldest not 
more than 11 months. Their average weight 
was 16 pounds, only 1 of the entire 360 hav- 
ing attained a weight of 82 pounds. At the 
end of six months of artificial incubation 
the average weight of each infant was 84 
pounds, and there was not one who would 
not have been supposed by a casual observer 
to be at least 8 years old. 

In other words, six months of artificial 
incubation did as much in the way of devel- 
oping Dr. TAVERNIER’s foundlings as eight 
years of ordinary life would have done. The 
infants were strong and healthy, as well as 
big; they walked within a week after leav- 
ing the incubator, and most of them have 
since learned to talk. These results surpassed 
Dr. TAVERNIER’S most enthusiastic expecta- 
tions, and there can be no doubt that his 
system of artificial child incubation will be 
adopted not only in every child’s hospital in 
France, but in every private family through- 
out the civilized world. 





It is not unlikely that considerable difficulty 
will arise in settling the claims for war premiums 
under the Geneva award. Mest of the American 
merchant vessels upon which war premiums were 
paid were owned bya large number of different 
individuals. Frequently a single vessel had be- 
tween thirty and forty owners. The insuranee 
upon her was taken out in the name of her agent, 
or ship’s husband, as he is called. But under ex- 
isting regulations it is not possible for him to make 
a demand forthe entire sum of money thus paid 
out, for the claim has to be made by the individual 
owners or their heirs. This circumstance has tend- 
ed greatly to complicate the preparation of claim 
demands. It has to be shown that each claimant 
was at the time of the wara citizen of the United 
States, and that he was in no way interested in 
acts of disloyalty to the Government. Probably 
half of the original claimants are now dead, and 
although their heirs may be confident of the loyalty 
of those from whom they have inherited these 
claims, it may not always be easy for them to pro- 
vide the proof needed to legally substantiate this 
fact. It would seem to be much the best way 
to have the agent who paid the war premiums 
make the collections on his own responsibility. 
The various owners of the vessels could then hold 
him accountable for the disposition he made of the 
money. 

There seems to be some reason for believing 
that the ownership of English vessels by Americans 
is much more general than has commonly been 
supposed. The great obstacle in the way of such 
ownership has been that the actual control of the 
vessels has of necessity been vested in the hands of 
foreigners. By a recently discovered arrangement, 
however, it seems possible to overcome this defect. 
The laws regulating the formation of limited com- 
panies in England provide that of the incorporators 
seven at least must be English citizens. As these, 
however, are required to own but one share each 
in the company they have assisted in forming, and 
as these shares may have a value not greaterthan 
£10, the actual control of the company may 
be held by those other than English citizens. 
Under such a plan it is possible for Americans to 
organize the financial basis of a company on this 
side of the Atlantic. Little difficulty would be 
found in securing the seven men and the $350 
needed to perfect the organization in England. A 
company thus formed could buy or build sailing 
vessels and steam-ships, and sail these under the 
English flag. As the company would be an Eng- 
lish company, the ownership of the vessels would 
be nominally under the same nationality, but the 
managing Directors or agents might be French or 
American, or the citizens.of any country thata 
majority of the shareholders might choose. By 
adopting this method there is no reason why Amer- 
icans shoulda not take a share in the trade and the 
profit which now falls to the English merchant 
marine in the same way that foreign capitalists 
take ashare in our trade and profit by building 
woolen and cotton factories in} this country and 
competing with us upon our own ground. An 
American would naturally prefer to sail a vessel 
under the flag of his own country, but if tne Goy- 
ernment of that country places an interdiction

In the sessions of the Tariff Commissioners 
the cotton manufacturers of this country have 
been} conspicuous chiefly by their absence. The 
reason for this is mainly to be attributed to the 
fact that those engaged in this branch of business 
have come to the conclusion that protection is no 
longer necessary for them. The makers of coarse 
cotton cloth were long before the war able to send 
their products to China and India in competition 
with the outputs of the English manufacturers. 
This advantage they still possess, and, what is more, 
they are now able to compete on equal terms in 
the making of a finer class of fabric. All but the 
very finest cotton cloth is now made in this coun- 
try at a lower cost than in any other country in the 
world. The advantage which the goods of Ameri- 
can production possess in the world’s markets is 
largely found in the honesty shown in their mak- 
ing. .A mill-owner in England expects to receive 
one pound of cotton cloth for each pound of raw 
cotton he purchases. In order to secure this re- 
sult the goods from their mills have to be treated 
with siza: as a conseauence. in a yard of Enclish_ 


cotton cloth of all but the very finest quality ther 
is no less than 25 per cent. of adulteration. Cotton 
manufacturers in this country invariably allow 
quite a percentage of waste, and they buy the best 
cotton grown at the South, the English taking the 
poorer qualities, as arule. In one of our milis one 
pound of raw cotton rarely wakes more than 
twelve ounces of cotton cloth, but the cloth when 
made is infinitely better for ali purposes of wear 
than that which is made and sold in England,

Although the amount of pensions given each 
year out of what is called “the civil list” is lim- 
ited in England to $6,000, the average amount of 
pensions under this head aggregates from $80,004 
to $100,000 a year. It usually happens that the 
claims are too large one year to admit of more 
than $125 to $250 being given, but in this case the 
amount ts often subsequently raised as opportunity 
offers. <A writer in the Quarterly Review says 
‘*none but those accustomed to examine sucb 
documents can form any idea of the lack of dis: 
crimination with which men of excellent judg 
ment in other matters permit themselves to be 
persuaded to attach their names to recommenda 
tions, and none therefore are more qualified to ap- 
precjate a remark attributed to the Queen on ob- 
serving the names of persons of position and 
character attached to the memorial of a worth: 
less applicant, ‘that people were to be found wha 
would put their names to anything.’” The 
Queen, however, has allowed pensions to go on 
this list which most people would have supposed 
would have come out of her private purse. Thus, 
the country had to pay $2,000 a year to her old Ger- 
man governess and $750 to the widow of the keeper 
of her privy purse. A curious item some years ago 
was that of $125 a year to two men “in considera- 
tion of ancestors’ services to Cuartes II. when 
escaping from the battle of Worcester.”’ Fathey 
Matuew had a pension no one grudged of $1,500, 
and Lieut. Wacuorn, the famous pioneer of the 
overland route to India, whose portrait was one of 
the few inthe Duke of Weturneton’s study, rex 
eeived $1,000. which should have been thrice ag 
much. The six sisters of Dr. Dionysrvs LARDNER, 
father of Mr. Bovcicautrt, had $625 each. Lady 
Morean contrived to get $1,500. Atrrep TEennre 
son has $1,000; Wimxiram Howirt, $700; Misa 
Movtock, author of “John Halifax,” $300. These 
pensions do not come out of the Queen’s £385,000 
a year, but are a distinct and separate charge on 
the revenue, yet she saddles on this small annual 
grant pensions to persons of her own household 
thereby rather placing herself in the category o 
those who would ** put their names to anything." 
A writer in a leading London review said, soma 
time ago: ‘“* Though poverty without merit con- 
stitutes no claim to a pension, we have grava 
doubts whether a Minister is justified in granting a 
pension to any person in easy cireumstances.” Mr. 
TENNYSON Probably does not share those doubts 
when he draws his $1,000 a year. He, too, is of the 
royal establishment, being Poet Laureate.

He has been in this country 
about 20 years, living most of the time in Chicago, 
Mr. David A. Strong, scenic artist at Haverly’s 
Theatre, says that Mr. Malmsha, as @ scenic artist, 
had no superiors and only two equals in this coun: 
try—Marston and Roberts, of New-York. He mada 
his reputation in that line first at the old Crosby 
Opera-house, before the fire. The management of 
the Union-Square Theatre in New-York have on 
more than one occasion engaged his services when 
especially fine work was wanted, and he fitted up 
Dan Bryant’s old hal! on Twenty-third-street, in 
that City, for Kelly and Leon’s minstrels. He has 
done clever work in other large cities, but was bet- 
ter known for his beautiful work at McVicker's, 
Mr. Malmsha, though suffering from consump- 
tion, would not take the advice of physicians 
and seek a more salubrious climate. He was at 
tached to Chicago and remained hereto die. Hig 
condition was not thought to be alarming last even- 
ing, but he was suddenly attacked with hemorrhage 
and died in less than a minute. He was highly 
esteemed by the profession and all who knew him.

#ICTURES DISPLAYED IN THE FIRST AUTUMN 
EXHIBITION. 

It has become the truism of writers on 
New-York Citv to dwell on the expansion of 
the town limits and the population, to point 
out, for instance, that in 1801,when the first or 
New-York Academy of the Fine Arts was es- 
tablished, the town had only about 60,000 in- 
habitants. It might be quite as instructive, 
and certainly much more interesting, to trace 
the steady, although at times intermittent, in- 
crease of the patronage given to objects of 
the fine arts here—to foilow sympathetic- 
ally the struggles of a comparative few of 
the citizens of New-York in their attempt to 
indoctrinate a community formed nine-tenths 
of hurried business men and one-tenth of indo- 
lent men of means with the conviction that 
liere is both gsthetic pleasure and mental 
profitin even a superficial cultivation of the 
arts, It would be worth looking up why the 
New-York Academy languished and then took 
a fresh start in 1808 as the American Academy 
df Fine Arts, with Chancellor Livingston as 
President, Col. John Trumbull as Vice-Presi- 
dent, and Messrs. DeWitt Clinton, David 
Hosack, J. R. Murray, William Cutting, and 


Charles Wilkes as Directors. The great 
Napoleon bestowed on this fledgeling of 
American art certain busts, statues, and 


prints, either on the principle of laying an 
anchor to windward in the bustling young 
Repubiic, or because the sack of Italy and 
other lands made him uncommonly generous 
with what, unless we believe that to the 
victors belong the spoils, was the property of 
others. The ingenious and _ conscientious 
historian might argue that it was this fatal 
gift of stolen goods which laid the seeds 
of decay in the American Academy. At any 
rate there were years of neglect until 1816 
when, in the words of the late Dr. Francis, 
* Certain paintings of West, which for atime 
were added to its collections through the kind- 
ness of Robert Fulton, with the * Ariadne’ of 
Vanderlyn and other results of the easel of 
that distinguished artist, sustained it for a 
few years longer from dissolution.” How lit- 
tle it then took to sustain an Academy of the 
Fine Arts may be imagined when one exam- 
ines in the galleries of the Historical Society the 
specimens of Sir Benjamin West, the American 
President of the Royal Academy of Great 
Britain, and of Vanderlyn, a strong, but mea- 
gre portrait-painter in great vogue among 
the well-to-do of the early years of the cen- 
tury. The American Academy had a precari- 
ous existence, notwithstanding the attractions 
offered by pictures of West and Vanderlyn, 
and it was not till 1825, with the foundation 
of the present National Academy of Design, 
that the new era began. The difference be- 
tween the old Academy era and the new 
wes about as great as between the era 
of the stationary and of the movable 
steam engine. Yearly exhibitions to which 
the work of artists could be sent had the ef- 
fect of introducing a circulatory system into 
the fine arts. The mere persistence of art ex- 
hibitions may have made the Gradgrinds and 
Philisters of commerce look more closely into 
the matter and then have converted them grad- 
ually from gapers into buyers. Itgave a hope 
of a steady income to painters of portrait and 
of genre. Atany rate even when the fates 
frowned it held out the chance of winning 
the year after. The Apollo Association and 
the American Art Union then arose 
as rivals of each other and of the 
Academy. The municipal historian has work 
before him to define the scope and usefulness 
of these societies, which ended by merging into 
each other, then succumbing to negiect or mis- 
management and depositing their fragments 
in the hospitable galleries of the Historical So- 
ciety. The career of the National Academy is 
not so dry asit looks, If fault has to be found 
with many of the proceedings of the corporate 
body of that name, there can be no donbt that 
good has resulted from it at times, and that it 
still offers a rallying point for artistic tempera. 
ments not elevated so far above the level of the 
great mass of educated citizens as to fail of 
pleasing. The Academy was never stronger 
than it is now, although its pupils once seceded 
in a body to found an independent art school, 
and a number of artists with different views 
have established a small, but very successful, 
rival. And it is not strong merely in its tradi- 
tions, nor in the possession of a good building, 
but in the popular good-will. Tested by busi- 
ness canons the Academy is more a success than 
ever, for thesales of pictures at its annual shows 
and at those of other organizations which 
exhibit in its galleries are large, and become 
each year larger. The special Autumn exhi- 
bition of cils and water-colors now made 
rests on a sound judgment, whether one looks 
merely to the convenience of the public or the 
financial good of the artists. In the one case 
it is certainly advisable that the size of the 
exhibitions should be decreased, and one may 
reasonably hope that in the Spring the Acad- 


emy will be smaller and better weeded of 
poor — because of the Autumn show- 
ing. In the other respect, namely, the advan- 


tage to the artists, it is well to offer the public 
a choice of American pictures now, seeing 
that the dealers in foreign paintings have never 
been so active and enterprising, never so well 
supplied with capital, never so determined to 
sweep the ateliers of Paris and Munich of good 
work, and seeing also that it is in the Autumn 
that their purchases to begin to arrive. 

Perhaps it is too much to expect that a de- 
parture from tradition like the special Autumn 
exhibition would find the artists ready to take 
the proper advantage of their chance. Itiscer- 
tain that the showing, though commendable in 

oint of size, is not even up to the moderate 
evel of a Spring Academy exhibition. It re- 
mains to be seen whether pictures of merit will 
be prepared for it next year, whether the de- 
mand for pictures for exhibition which now 
comes from Boston and Philadelphia, from 
Chicago and Chicago’s rival in Colorado, that 
infant prodigy in cities, Denver, and from the 
loan exhibitions in New-York and elsewhere 
in the States will not for some years absorb the 
work from American ateliers here and abroad. 
Meantime it may be said that bere and there 
in the present exhibition fairly good things 
may be discovered, and that the search is 
worth a trial. 

Mr. Alfred Kappes continues to show the 
talents which he promised. While losing a lit- 
tle of the exuberance of his realism in the pic- 
ture of an interior of a negro cabin, he de- 
velops even more strength than hitherto. Say 
what one will of the weakness of large pic- 
tures, let painters of little pictures object to 
large ones as often as they will, it remainsa 
fact that under one condition a large can- 
vas requires more power, judgment, and skill 
than a small one, and that condition 
is that it shall be good thronghout. Sargent’s 
‘* El Jaleo,” now exhibited elsewhere in this 
City, is a greater test of his force than the 
smaller pictures we have had from him hith- 
erto. Andso with Mr. Kappes. It is not that 
his painting is remarkably better in his scene of 
nn old negro strumming on the banjo while his 
wife listens over the disordered dinner-table, 
her ebony face glistening with pleasure, but 
that the greater size adds one more difficulty 
tothe problem. Mr. Kappes has besides his 
robust—his sometimes too robust—brush- 
work the art of placing his figures naturally, 
if somewhat roughly, in their surroundings, 

Realism is pusned far ia the table-cloth cov- 
ered with old stains cf coffee and food; indeed 
it may be said to be pushed beyond all neces- 
sity, for one or two stains would give the idea 
quite as well and leave the scene much more 
ugreeable. This excessiveness is a foible with 
an artist who means well and does well, who 
has asweep of the brush not unlike that of 
Courbet, and who seems to have the possi- 
bility in him of joining that story-tellin 
faculty, for which the public has a healthy an 

ersistent relish, to a skill in the profession 
hat commands the respect of artists and 
amateurs, Very opposite in character to the 

pictures of Kappes are those of Mr. Ulrich, a 
comparatively unknown artist, who shows in 
the West Room a little, cleanly painted, bal- 
anced, low-toned and yet bright interior of an 
attic, in which sits on an old rocking-chair an 
old woman inacap. Beyond her is a curtuin 
haif drawn and beyond the curtain an alcove, 
with what appears to be the bed of a hermit. 
The workmanship of this little picture, oppo- 
site though it appears to the slashing style 
that bas lately had its reason and its day in 
American art, is infinitely pleasing from very 
different qualities. It is so cool and collected, 
each stroke so neat and_baianced, the interior 
so simple and severe. The colors of curtain, 
dress, and chair are pleasingly adjusted to 
each other, although resulting in nothing rich; 
perhaps the finest and subtlest effect is 
that of quiet. The artist seems to have 
pannel ee his work well, and then gone 
quietly and thoughtfully to work in a 
realistic vein, and yet by the way of 
strength and sober conscientiousness have 
reached something very near a poetical re- 
sult. Tbat Mr. Ulrich isa young painter, or 
one not long drilled in his profession, seems 
likely from the defects in the perspective of 
drawing and in the aerial pare as well, 
which cause the bureau behind his old woman 
to seem hardly relieved from the wall, and the 
alcove to be on much the same viane as the 


curtain. Technically defective, the picture 
nevertheless remains one of the bright points 
Ina paxorama by no means glittering with 
pictorial stars, If one may judge of the pic- 
ture by Mr. Penfold which was bought by the 
French Government for the Luxembourg by 
the specimens exhibited here, one cax only say 
—so much the worse for the French. Let us 
trust that his picture was better than that of 
the young fisher girl looking off to sea trom a 
cliff, her rosy face pleasantly modeled and 
shaded softly into the white horizon, It is 
not bad, this figure, but certainly it is not good. 
What is charming in the picture, however, 1s 
the distant sea and the white horizon; it is 
subtle and far-away; it gives the idea of the 
vastness of the ocean as it is seldom repro- 
duced by painters and yet often seen by those 
who haunt the sea-side. Between ourselves, 
as Americans, we need not yearn for Mr. Pen- 
fold just yet, any more than for Mr, Bridg- 
man, who exposes some three or four 
peculiarly large and second-rate Oriental 
situations wherewith to catch the ground- 
lings. . His QOdalisque in the harem is 
not so much a reflection ot Gérome as of Ben- 
jamin Constant-—from the frying-pan into the 
fire. When a painter is once on the down- 
ward path he slips from level to level—that is 
what one thinks in looking at the Odalisque. 
But not so fast. In the South Room there is a 
large view from Normandy by Mr. Bridgman, 
Planting of Coijza,” in which he partially 
redeems himself for his Bulgarian atrocities. 
Without showing depth of any kind it has 
technical skill and it confines itself to actual- 
ities. As it shows the gray skies and bare low 
hills of France, cultivated until all traco of 
real nature is ironed out of them, there has 
been no need to inject into the painting those 
colors for which the would-be Orientalist 
thinks it necessary to rummage his palette. 
Mr, Bridgman has great facility, but no prom- 
ise. Ten years of fasting and prayer 
might save him. Five years of indiscrimi- 
nate encouragement in Paris, New-York, and 
Brooklyn have brought him to a deplorable 
state of trickery. Mr. Blakelock continues to 
work in the manner of Albert P. Ryder with 
increased strength and effectiveness. He has 
a little picture In the West Room quite charm- 
ing in quality, andif a longer lingering over 
it detects a weakness, a want of depth, foreign 
to the work of Mr. Ryder, itis remarkable how 
near is the approach. Last year the same 
thing was noticeable in Mr. Blakelock’s marine; 
this year he has made a distinct step forward. 
Grafilin is a name that seems to belong to the 
same category as Ryder and Blakelock, Pres- 
ently we shall have a Ryder school, and a 
young and modest artist, who has been vefe- 
tating obscure and unsought for, may find 
himself all of a sudden in demand, and his 
pictures bought at prices almost as good 
as those of a third-rate Academician. 
Eleanor Stimson shows good work 
in a barn-yard scene in the North Room; the 
scheme of color is rich, the drawing a little 
uncertain. Near by isa charming little head 
of a pretty woman by Freer, a sketch full of 
talent and one more pleasing inits lack of at- 
tempt than the fell-length portrait of the same 
model in the South Room. Into the larger pic- 
ture much color is introduced by means 
of stained glass windows beyond the seated, 
hatted, and gloved figure. William H. Snyder, 
whose ** oi ih was one of the good 
pictures of the last Academy, shows several 
yictures of apples on very much the same level. 

wo genre pictures, in which two young girls 
figure, are pleasing in tone. They breathe the 
greatest sincerity, though the models are 
clumsy. Mr. Snyder has in his oil-paintings a 
knack of color,along with a peculiar ineffectual- 
ness or ungainliness asadraughtsman. One 
does not find a new note at allin Blum’s picture 
of Spanish street, gateway, donkeys, man 
and girl with a pitcher. Butone can always 
admire the firm, light touch characteristic of 
him, the pleasant deep green of the old door, 
the happy way of scattering bits of color here 
and there, the vigorous, quick brush-work 
that sets the donkeys gayly on their legs and 
enlivens their harness with touches of bright 


hues. Mr. Murphy is as pleasing as ever, 
coming near to a Ryderian thoughtful- 
mess in a little sunset in the North 
Room, and remaining more himself in 


the forest interior with reflections in standing 
water that hangs in the Corridor. The etcher, 
Stephen Parrish, sends several pictures in oil 
that will not do his fine reputation any good. 
One is a large, sott, poorly colored sea-side 
view, with ships and buildings covered with 
the spray from astormy ocean; the other a 
bleached landscape, witn ghostly sheep of the 
color of stubble. Mr. Schuchardt at- 
tempts a hard task in a_ historical 
picture in the East toom showing 
a number of Mynheers about a table. The 
figures individually lack that snap in the 
drawing which we demand nowadays, when 
all the artists are expected to be terribly smart. 
But that Mr. Schuchardt has good material in 
him for the future will appear on examining 
this picture more closely. He has the gift of 
expression, or he is learning it, and these old 
gentlemen are really alive so far as regards 
each other; they belong together, and feel each 
other’s presence. That such praise is high 
praise will be understood when one stops to 
think how few painters there are who can 
placea group abouta table without making 
them as rigid and uncompanionable as puppets. 

Itisonly of Jate years that the growth of 
the City has been accompanied by an increase 
of art production. Butnow that the Academy 
bas two fannual exhibitions, that the Society 
of American Artists, the Water-color Society, 


the Society of Painters—Etchers, and the 
Salmagundi have their fixed and certain 


expositions this discrepancy is in a fair way 
to be removed, There needs encouragement 
for still two more branches of art, which exist 
precariously as hangers-on to the Academy 
and American Artists’ Exhibition, and occa- 
sionally toa fair of the American Institute. 
One isa show for sculpture, the other for 
architecture. There are difficulties perhaps 
insurmountable in the way of exhibitions 
in both branches, but that they are 
needed is certain. It is fclly to spend 
enormous sums in buildings of all kinds with- 
out attempting to enlighten the public in the 
most ordinary canons of architectural moral- 
ity, the commonest forms of architectural 
common sense, It is also absurd to fill public 
parks and squares with statuary without 
giving sculptors and buyers of sculpture the 
benefit of that rough-and-ready system of 
criticism which is gained, such as it is, through 
the medium of the press.

A RECEPTION TO MR. GEORGE. 

Henry George, the advocate of land nutional- 
ization, was welcomed back from Ireland to New- 
York last night by an audience that filled the large 
hall of the Cooper Union. The meeting was held 
under the auspices of the Central Labor Union. 
John Franklin, President of Brisklayers’ Union 





No. 4, presided, and in his opening remarks 
said that Mr. George had set in motion 
a revolution that would wipe out the 
visible curse of God on wman-landlordism. 


Dispatches of welcome from Philadelphia and 
Scranton were read, also an address from the 
Central Labor Union, stating, among other things, 
that Mr. George’s name had become a household 
word to millions who recognized in him a leader 
whose teachings woulda yet lead labor out of the 
house of bondage in which it had so long 
gojourned. Mr. George expressed his thanks 
for the reception and predicted that soon the move- 
ment in favor of land nationalization wouid be felt 
all over the civilized world. He referred to the 
‘degrading system of monarchy and aristocracy 
ot Europe,” and said that no American could 
study it without feeling contempt for it and a do- 
sire to goas a missionary and teach Europeans 
the virtues and beauty of democracy. But what 
was the use, he asked, of democratic institutions 
to men who could not get a living without selling 
their manhood? Americans must take this matter 
to heart and the labor question must be taken into 
politics. Not charity nor protection was wanted 
by working men, but justice. [Applause.] Speeches 
were also made by William Saunders, of London, 
and Louls F. Post, E. J. McGuire, of Philadelphia; 
Charles F. Adams, and William Hansom.

ITALIAN OPERA AT THE ACADEMY. 


Donizetti’s ‘* Lucrezia Borgia,’? notwith- 
standing the breadth and pewer of its story and 
the melodic wealth of its music, must hencefor- 
ward be classed with the operas of the 
past. The race of singers who, in re- 
spect of voice and style, were equal to the 
performance of works of this order soems to have 
ended with Titiens, and while there is now- 
a-days no lack of mezzo carattere song- 
stresses, neither here nor in Europe can 
there pe found a single artist sufficiently gift- 
ed and schooled to cope with the rdles 
of which Norma may be considered a 
representative type. Taking this fact into 
account, it was not astonishing that last evening's 
rehearsal of ** Lucrezia Borgia” at the Academy of 
Music should have been feeble and unsatisfactory. 
“*Lucrezia Borgia,” as sung by Signor Ravelli, M. 
Durat, and Signorine Savio and Lauri suggest- 
ed one of Makart’s gigantic paintings viewed 
through the wrong end of an _  opera-giass. 
The representation, it is true, was not 
marked by any of those disagreeable incidents 
which cause an audience to writhe in its seats, but, 
as a whole, it belittled so systematically a 
work in which force and beauty lie at a very 
slight depth beneath the surface, that its 
impression was almost painful. With the excep- 
tion of M. Durat, whose portrayal of Il Duca won 
respect by its earnestness, while the basso's voice 
and method showed him to be well enough equipped 
as to tones and method, to hold his own in most 


operatic companies—with the exception, we 
say. of the basso, none of the performers 
rose once above the level of endur- 


able mediocrity. Signorina Savio, a new-comer, 
whom Mr. Mapleson describes as having been dis- 
covered in Alexandria by one of his ‘‘ brother offi- 
cers,’’ may have thrilled the Egyptian pulse as 
Donizetti's and Bellini’s heroines, but is not like- 
ly to become a <casus belli between America 
and the East, should the Egyptian Government 
suddenly demand ber return. Physically, Sienor- 
ina Savio’s fitness to personate Lucrezia cannot be 
questioned; vocally, and in point of fire and vigor, 
she fell far below the requirements of the part. 
Her sweet, but thin, soprano tones robbed the 
passionate measures Of the score of all their 
eloquence, and however deeply her  feel- 
ings may have been harrowed by the 
great peril and final death of her son, her powers 


of expression failed to suggest her emotion. Sig- 
norina Savio, to be brief, impressed us 
as one of those promising ladies who 
delight the  dilettanti of small Italian 


towns, in “fair seasons,’’ and go down to their 
graves, unhonored and unsung, save in the 
“disponibiiita’ columns of Italian musical jour- 
nals. Signor Ravelli, who: distinguished him- 
self , Vastly by his singing on Monday 
last, was not at his best yesterday evening. The 
uppermost tones of his voice did not al- 
ways come forth with clearness, and the 
want of refinement which is noticeable 
in most of his efforts was again con- 
spicuous in his personation of Gennaro. Of M. Du- 
rat, enough has been said already to imply that his 
services will be appreciated during the coming Win- 
ter. Although his tones are rather dry and somewhat 
tremulous, they have volume and, occasionally, 


timbre. His rendering of the allegro to 
‘Vieni’ afforded convincing evidence of his 
skill as a singer. As an actor, M. Durat 
moves easily over the stage; it is to 
be regretted that his personal appearance and 
manner should be deficient in what is 
best defined by the French term authori 
ty. M. Durat's grand alr, and thé romance 
from “Don Sebastian,’’ commencing ‘ Deserto 


in terra,”’ introduced 
preted with taste and feeling, may be cited as the 
most effective incidents of the evening. In Sigaorina 


Savio’s representation, her ‘‘ M’odi, ah! modi,” in 
tho last scene, albeit hopelessly void of senti-

Capoul to the New-York stage after an absence of 
three years, and the débuts of Mme. Privat and 
Mile. de Moya. Musically considered, it is not 
always possible to speak in praise of the perform- 
ances of French opera, for the volces have not the 
quality and richness of tone that is heard either in 
Italian or English opera, but last night there was 
an exceptional strength in the ensemble which was 


at times very effective. “Mignon” is a beauti- 
ful work, and is sv well written that 
its dramatic force is always notable, and

DR. NEWBROUGH’S “‘ OAHSPE.”’ 


AN ‘‘INSPIRED’’ VOLUME GIVING 
TORY OF 24,000 YEARS. 

Several persons gathered at the house of Dr. 
J. B. Newbrough, No. 128 West Thirty-fourth- 
street, last evening, to examine anew Bible, callea 
Oahspe, which was written by Dr. Newbrough. 
The new Bible is supposed to give the history of the 
earth and the heavens for 24,000 years, and is written 
*‘in the words of Jehovih and his Angel Ambassa- 
dors.” It Is allarge quarto volumejof over 900 pages, 


and is published by an association consisting of 
seven persons. Dr. Newbrough, after the book 
had been examined by those present, told the story 
of its writing, prefacing his remarks by saying that 
its object was not to supplant other Bibles and re- 
ligions, but to set forth a history of all religions, 
gcing back 24,000 years. He said it was for all 
Traces and peoples, and explained the private af- 
fairs of angels and their relation to mortals. It 
showed why heaven was worth living for. He 
also said that he was not familiar with ancient re- 
ligions or languages before he wrote the book. He 
had written it automatically, bis mind having no 
connection with what he was writing. In fact, he did 
not know from one day to another what he was 
penning on paper. He began the work in the 
Spring of 1880, an impreseion coming over him that 
it must be done. When he began a bright light set- 
tled over his fingers. This would last 15 to 30 min- 
utes, and when it disappearad he could write no 
more. It always left his fingers cold anda stiff. 
The work also could only bes satisfactorily carried 
on atsunrise. This light, he continued, seemed to 
impress him, strongly and he believed it communti- 
cated with him. He said he thought it was sim- 
lee to the light in the burning bush which 
talked with Moses, and which was the most 
common way of revelation to the sonsof men. 
He continued his work for a year lacking two 
weeks. ‘I could not read it, for the light would 
not let me,”’ he said, “ and I did not know the con- 
tents of the book until it was ready for type.” 
After he had finisned the manuscript, he said, 
money began to come in from entire beg cnn 
who said they were impressed to send it to him. 
From England $1,000 came, and about $2,500 was 
received from Boston. One roll of greenbacks was 
simply wrapped in a piece of paper with no enve- 
lope about it. This money he thought was clearly 
meant forthe publishing of the new Bible, an

consequently the association was formed. 
The beok had been’ before the world 
for about three weeks, and 5S) copies 


had been sold to clergymen in this City and its 
vicinity. There had also been sold 200 copies to in- 
telligent citizens. He refused to give the names of 
the members of the association, saying that it was 
composed of seven persons, including two women. 
The agreement between the members called for 
$100,000. Some members had contributed $1,200, 
It was printed from plates in this City, where all 
the engraving was done. Whatever money should 
be obtained frem the sale of the book wasto be 
used in establishing kindergarten homes for 
orphans in this City. There were uo salaries given 
to any one. 

Prof. Thomas A. M. Ward then spoke a few 
words concerning the book. He» said he was an 
Egyptologist, and had deciphered the legend in 
the hteroglyphics on the obelisk in Central Park. 
The letters used by Dr. Newbrough corresponded 
wonderfully to the Egyptian hieroglyphiecs. Dr. 
Cetliniski, also an Oriental scholar, sald he had 
studied the book and had come to the conclusion 
that a man could not produce such a work, and 
believed it was the work of supernatural agents. 
Dr. Newbrough has been a spiritualist for about 12 
years. He !s a native of Ohio, and is nowa practicing 
dentist. He isja man of large statute, with dark, 
dreamy eyes, and is very slow in hisaction. Toa 
casual observer the Bible seems a conglomeration 
of revised editions of Indian and Semitic religions, 
The style is in one place modern, and in another 
ancient, and the English of the King James version 


of the Christian Bible is mixed in withthe English 
of to-day’s.

ARRESI OF SWINDLERS—MURDERS AND 


OTHER CRIMES REPORTED YESTERDAY. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct, 20.—J. A. Vail, D. Van- 
degert, and Frank Cornish were to-day arrested by 
Postal Inspector Barrett for illegal use of the mails.

Vail was re- 
cently driven out of New-York by the Police, he 
having transacted business of a similar character 
there under the name of Cornish & Co.

John 
Monaghan, who escaped. Grimes died this after 
noon. 

Charles H. Kirk, who was arrested a week ago 
for conspiring with ex-Superintendent Phipps and 
ex-Storekeeper Brown to defraud the city, was 
given a further hearing this afternoon at the Cen- 
tral Station and was held in $3,000 bail for court. 

George W. Hubley, an ex-rallway mall agent,

SECOND DAY OF THE FISHERMEN’S 
TOURNAMENT. 

CASTING A SALMON FLY 116 FrET—TRE WIN- 
NERS OF THE PRIZES IN YESTERDAY’S 
CONTESTS WITH ROD AND LINE. 

Five contests were decided at the anglers’ 
tournament yesterday between 11 in the morning 
and sunset. As on the first day of the tourna- 
ment Mr. H. W. Hawes, of Central Valley, N. Y.. 
carried off the honors, taking the first prizes in the 
two classes in which he competed, throwing with 
equal ease, grace, and delicacy in the single-handed 
fly-casting and the salmon-casting. There was 
some grumbling among the disappointed ones at 
the casting of both Mr. Ilawes and his chief com- 
petitor, Mr. R. C. Leonard, both of whom are in 
the employ of a well-known rod-maker, and both 
of whom, it was therefore argued, should be re- 
garded as experts. It was freely asserted that Mr. 
Hawes had never taken a fish, and that his 
wonderful skill in casting at distances, and 
with delicacy and accuracy, was due en- 
tirely to his practice as a rod-tester. 
Mr. Hawes, an exceedingly modest young 
man, and other gentlemen who know his antece- 
dents, assert, however, that he is not only a practi- 
cal but an expert fisherman, who has fished a great 
deal in the vicinity of Honesdale, Penn., where he 
originally belongs, and ia the rivers and lakes of 
Maine, and is as thoroughly an amateur as “Uncle” 
Reuben Wood, or several other gentlemen who 
entered the contests and who have repeatedly cast 


in tournaments in various parts of the State. An 
expert Mr. Hawes certainly is, and the fact that 
this is the first tournament in which he bas ap- 
reared clearly entitled him to be called an ama- 
teur, and the committee so decided when com- 
plaints were made. Hesides, the contests were 
open to all, and so no formal protests were en- 
tered. The wonderful casts made by Mr. Hawes 
on Thursday doubtless drew to Harlem Mere a ma- 
jority of the spectators, nearly a thousand in num- 
er, who were present during the day. Among 
these was a number of ladies who seemed thor- 
conhly to enjoy and appreciate the exhibitions of 
skill. 

The first contest of the day was in single-handed 
fiy-cesting, class A, open to such as have never cast 
in a tournament, or have no public record of cast- 
ing 60 feet or more. Rods to be used were of 7 
ounces weight or over. The scale of points for 
accuracy and delicacy was 2% for perfection in 
each. Five prizes were offered: first, the Forest 
and Stream silver bowl, valued at $125; second, 
$50 in cash; third, a split bamboo fly rod, with 
reel, reel-case, and silk line, value $35; fourth; 
copy of *' Standard Trout Flies,”’ in frame, $10; fifth, 
& year’s subscription to forest and stream. The 
judges were Mr. Barnett Phillips and Mr. James 
Senkard, the referee Mr. W. Halberton. The con- 
testants, in their order of excellence, with their 
gcores, were as follows: 
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During this contest the wind blew sharply across 
the little lake, and those who were so unfortunate 
as to be obliged to cast when it was blowing vio- 
lently were placed at a great disadvantage. That 
the contestants might be better sheltered, the cast- 
Inz yesterday was in all contests toward the 
south, instead of toward the north, asin Thurs- 
Gay. By changing the direction of the cast some 
slight shelter was afforded by the trees on the 
eastern bank of the lake. 

The second contest was for single-handed fly- 
casters who have never won a first prize in this or 
any other tournament. The basis for accuracy 
and delicacy was 10 points for perfection. The five 
prizes, in the order named, were: “Game Fishes 
of the United States,’ with plates by S. A, Kil- 
bourn and text by Prof. G. Brown Goode, value 
$50; split bamboo fly rod, value $25: portable 
Stranauan canvas boat, value $20; ‘* Fysshe and 
Fishing," by Dame Juliana Berners, value $1 50; 
one year’s subscription to Forest and Strea The 
judges were Mr. Francis Endicott and Mr. Henry 

.. Crosby, asd the referee Mr. James Geddes. The 
contestants, in the order of merit of their perform- 
ance, were as follows: 
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Shere were only two entries for striped bass 
casting, New-York Bay style. The requirements 
were rods of not over i( feet in length, with a sinker 
of not over one ounce in weight. Each contestant 
was allowed five casts, and in order to count the 
sinker must land within a lane, 20 feet in width, 
formed of two parallel lines of buoys. The lane 
Was an exceedingly narrow one for such 
free-hand casting, end it was with extreme 
difficulty that the most expert could catch the 
water within the lane in this or the succeeding 
contest. The prizes for this contest were a Rem- 
ington sewing machine, valued at $55, and @ year’s 
subscription to forest and strean The judges 
were Mr. Martin B. Brown and Mr. Francis Endi- 
cott; the referee, Mr. Barnett Phillips. The result 
of the contest was as follows, the rods used in each 
ease being seven aud one-half feet:

MARIE PRESCOTT SUING AGAIN. 


DEMANDING $25,000 FoR LIBEL CONTAINED 

IN THE NEWS COMPANY’S ANSWER. 
The legal troubles of the American News 
Company arising from its circulation of what a 
jury of the Superior Court has decided to be a libel 
against Marie Prescott, the actress, seem to have 
only just begun. Soon after the answer to the 
complaint of Miss Prescott was served on Marshall 
P. Stafford, her counsel, Mr. Perzel, her husband, 
began a suit against the News Company, claiming 
$25,000 damages for a libel on his character con- 
tained in the allegation of the answer that Miss 
Preseott was his mistress, The time for an an- 
swer to the complaint in this suit expires on Frt- 
day next. To-day papers willbe served by Mr, 
Stafford, in behalf of Miss Prescott, on Sin- 
clair Tousey, both personally and as Presi- 
dent of the American News Company, and on &. H. 
Spooner, the attorney of recerd who drew up the 
answer to Miss Prescott’s original complaint 
against the News Company,in a suit in the Supe- 
rior Court charging them with maliciuusly libeling 
the actress in certain allegations made in their an- 
swer to the first suit, and demanding damage’ in 
thesum of $25,000. The complaint in this new 
suit, after rehearsing the pleadings inthe suit de- 
cided in the Superior Court on Thursday by a ver- 
dict in Miss Prescott’s favor for $12,500, specities 
certain allegations in the anewer made by the 
News Company in regard to the actress’s char- 
acter and mode of life as entirely irrelevant and 
falsely and maliciously made. “ These allegations,” 
said Mr. Stafford to THe Times’s reporter," were in 
no sense privileged.

The question of the over-certification of 
checks has greatly ogitated Wali-street since the 
passage of the new Banking law, in which

provisions prohibiting such acts by national 
banks. Many plans have been discussed for evad- 
ing the law, and the old scheme of a stoek clearing- 
house operated in connection with the Stock Ex- 
change has been brought ipto prominence again. 
Some of the mooted questions raised by the new 
law were recently submitted to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, and his official opinion was asked touching 
them. The following correspondence, which is 
believed by many persons in Wall-street to have 
much significance, was made public yesterday:

simplifies and increases the business of the members; 
that it largely reduces the risks which now artend 
the handling of stocks and bonds, and that the trans 
actions can be performed without alsclosing the 
private transactions of any member of the clearing 
house, If this proposition, which is recommended by 
gentlemen of character who have had long experi- 
ence In such transactions, is practicable, the organt- 
zation of such a clearing-house would be a solution 
of all these difficulties. You will greatly oblige me if 
you willeconter with your leading dealers in reference 
to the feasibility of organizing such a clearing-house 
a8 that to which I have referred, and communicate to 
me the result of your conference, and particularily 
any objections which are urged against such an or- 
gauizatiou.
